Washington, November’ 5.—fSpectal.)— 
President McKinley has a word to say. 
He is back !n Washington at his desk, and 
so far an the outside world knows is con- 
fining himself strictly to the business of 
being president. He is badly hacked, how- 
ever. There is no quest’on that he and 
those close to him in his administration 
gre very greatly disappointed over the 
almost universal democratic ga‘tns shown 
by Tuesday's elections. They are particu- 
larly fearful because of the great strength 
shown in those states where a bold stand 
was ‘aken in support of the princtples of 
the Chicago platform, showing that their 
fond hopes of the death of Bryanism, as 
they call it, was idle and worthless. The 
practical politicians are particularly appre- 
hensive because of the results in New 
York; they regard the election in New York 
ety as of particular significance because 
it places the democratic party in control 
of affairs jn the city, and because hack 
of the party ‘s the o-l-time advantage of 
possession of the city machinery, whch 
means sO much in an election. They see 
that ths was accomplished, too, without 
the ald of the mugwump and goldite ele- 
ments. Almost to a man the leaders of 
these elements, and what followers they 
have; went to the support of Seth Low. 
The republicans may talk of the proba- 
bilty of Tammany being untrue to the 

fcratic party. but they know fm their 


hearts that’ Tammany’s greatest interest 


fs in democratic national success, and 
that democfacy’s opponents can hope for 
@beolutely noth ng at the hands of the 
men who now control the great Tammany 
machine. 

The result in the state is regarded as 
even more significant from a broadly po- 
litical standpoint, because Judge Parker 
Was assa:‘led from one end of New York 
to the other as a representative of Bryan- 
ism. Every force that could poss:bly be 
brought to bear to prevent his election 
was brought into the contest. His success 
shows unquestionably a great reversal of 
public sentiment. 

Kentucky;s Re’emption. 

Politicians here regard the results in 
Kentucky as second only in importance to 
those in New York. The pitiful showing 
Mmaje by the Carlisle-Watterson-Lindsay 
sang of mugwump goldites in this, their 
last stand, shows that Kentucky has un- 
questionably been redeemed by the true 
democrats, and that in the bluegrass state 
and ‘n the country at large the pretense 
of democracy on the part of the gold ele- 
ments will have to be thrown aside. In 
the presidential campaign it fooled a great 
many peop.e—not that Palmer and Buck- 
ner got enough votes to make any material 
difference, though they did in Kentucky; 
but that they led off from the democracy 
4 great many people who, after following 
them for a while, went into the republican 
ranks. The shallowness of the pretense of 
these go'd men has now become clear to 
‘the country at large, and neither in Ken- 
tucky nor anywhere else wiil they ever 
be able to draw tegether as much as the 
proverb.al corporal’s guard. Their race in 
Kentucky was made under the best possi- 
ble auspices. They had a strong man as 
their nominee, and they had the assistance 
of all the old Cleveland elements that 
could possibly be got together. The _ re- 
sult showed that they, polled very few, if 
any more, votes than did the populist nomi- 
hee; that the democrats are truly united 
on the basis of the principles of the Chi- 
cago platform; that Kentucky is democratic 
for all time to come; and that that bluff, 
Ballant leader of the silver forces, Joe 
Blackburn, is to come back to the senate, 
displacing the Cleveland worshiper, Lind-

In another sense the elections of Tues- 
day were of particular interest to Wash- 
ington, and the results were watched anx- 
fously by many political leaders itn both 
houses of congress. 


Influence of Tuesday’s Contest. 

The influerce which the elections of this 
year will have upon the coming session of 
congress furnishes an interesting study. 
If the republicans had won, if their talk of 
prosperity’s return had been sufficiently 
powerful to fool the people of any section 
of the country and the results had shown 
a strong indorsement of the administra- 
tion, the next session of congress, which 
begins in December, would have been list- 
less and to an extent uninteresting, de- 
sp te the fact that there are many matters 
of Importance to come up for the cons'd- 
eration of the nation’s lawmakers. As it 
is, however, with the news of universal 
democratic gains r'nging in thelr ears, the 
democrats of congress will be aggressively 
alert and from the time when the session 
begins there will be a constant play for 
pos tion looking to the congressional elec- 
tions of next year. 

The failure of the Wolcott comission, 
which sweeps aside the last vestige of pre- 
tense of ‘nternational bimetallism, and the 
very evident growth of silver sentiment 
throughout the country, as manifested by 
the elections, will give to the democrats 
in the present congress an advantage 
wh'ch they are sure to realize. 

Troubles seem to be crowding thick end 
fast on the McKinley administration. The 
rock upon which it was founded was tiat 
plank promis'ng international »!me‘allism, 
Without this the republicans would have 
cut no figure in the last campaign. If 
McKinley and his supporters had stood 
squarely in defense of the eingle gold 
Standard; if there had not been those other 
prom.ses with which to foo] a great many 
honest republicans, Bryan would have car- 
ried almost every state west of Pennsvivu- 
nia and McKinley’s showing would have 
been noth'ng at all. Now. however, the 
Wolcott commission can only repo-ct ubse- 
lute failure. Everything which that body 
has done, every move that ha’ been inade 
om the line of internat ona) bimecallism 
has been an indorsement of the iemucratic 
position. The democrats have maintained, 
and they still meaintain, that ihe hope of 
the co-Operation of Great Britain in any 
movement looking to the rehabilitat'on of 
Siver is a delusion. 

They have contended that, whatever 
chance there might be for France or for 
Germany acting in concert with this coun- 
try In the re-establishment of an interna- 
tional bimetaliice system, England was sure 
to. block the game: that the square mile 
around and about the Bank of England and 
the Royal exchange would never consent 
unt‘] forced to do so, to such a change in 
Great Britain's financial policy as would 
take from her the great advantage which 
the present gold standard gives her. The 
Wolcott commission has proved absolutely 
the truth of these contentions and has 
swept away the chance for pretense upon 
these international lines. Men like Senator 
Chandler.and other bimetallists who have 
remained in the republican party will have 
to acknowledge now that the issue is 
Squareiy between the gold standard: with 
all its evils .and -the free and unlimited 
coinage of silyer which will bring about 
the restoration of bkmetzel!lism. 

The gold force itnside the republican par- 
ty de Strong seneteh-to control its policy. 
That Nas been GeMmonStrated time and time 
again. It is the party of the money power. 
The contest inside republican. ranks is to 
be between the gold men ofthe east and 
the western republicans who, taking note 
of public sentiment if their sections, are 
going to take a stand as strongly as they 
are able-agatnst the absolute committal of 
their party to the gold standard. They. do 
this not s® much from principle—though 
there are some~men of principle among 
them—but as a matter of self-defense, for 
they know that the effort on their part to 
defend gold monometallism wll result in 
their political isolation; and these men who 
come to Washington, however” much they 
may protest their undying faith in repub- 
lican principles, are looking out first and 
foremost for their own pol*tical carcasses. 

The republican administration is between 
the devil and deep sea on this political ques- 
tion, with the devil having all the chances 


swinging things his way. The party will: 


have. to do something at this session of 
congress, will have to put up some.sort of 
bluff at financial and monetary reform 
in order to make any showing at all in the 
congressional elections of next year. They 
are badly split up among themselves, and 
what they will do no man can say. The 
advantage as it atar.ds-is entirely with tho 
democrats, and that they will grasp it, 
that they will play everything during this 
sexsion for its polit!cal worth, is certain. 

It is this feature of the session of can- 
gress to which the greatest interest at- 
taches. There are many matters of impor- 
tance to come up, and from first to last 
there will not be an uninteresting day. 
Every move that is made will be fraught 
with political importance. There is already’ 
a gathering of pol'tical leaders in antici- 
pation of the battle that is to come on 
early “in December. Every day now will 
bring its quota of developments on this 
line, and every movement $f the political 
leaders before the session. as well as afier 
it begins, will have a meaning. The demo- 
crats go into congress at this session full 
of life, full of ‘hope, full of confidence. They 
know as well as man can know anything, 
that hetween now and November of 1898, 
one of two things must happen, There wiil 
either be in that time a substantial, un- 
questioned return of prosperity to all sec- 
tiong of the country, or democracy will. tri- 
umph in the elections of next November 


* by such a vote as has scarcely been known 


in the political moveménts of recent years. 
Unless there is an absolute change of con- 
ditions; unless the republicans are able to 
show some substance in thelr prosperity 
talk: unless they are able to get together 
on some plan to again fool the people, a 
democratic victory is absolutely certain, 
and that means the control of the next 
congress as a forerunner to victory in the 
presidential campaign of 1900. OHL.

Princess Ann, Md.. November 5.—There 
is a serious legal controversy among the 
supervisors of election of Somerset county 
ovet the vote cast on Tuesday, J. 8. Stan- 
ford, the democratic member, having re- 
fused to sign the certificate of election 
because of certain irregularities in the tally 
sheets and ballots—in that the judges of 
election in several instances failed to sign 
the former, and that at least five hundred 
of the latter were counted in spite of the 
fact that they were not indorsed with the 
initials of one of the judges, as required 
by the law. 

The republican supervisors, upon advice 
of counsel, decided to disregard these. ap- 
parent irregular.ties, whereupon Mr, Stan- 
ford, who had been elected secretary of 
the board, withdrew. 

The other two then reorganized the board 
and issued subpoenas to the judges and 
clerks of the var.ous precincts to appear 
before them on Monday to make the neces- 
sary, corrections in the taily sheets. Mr. 
Stanford thereupon entered a protest, 
claiming the whole course of the board waa 
illegal, and the question is likely to be 
taken into the courts, where an attempt 
may be made to throw out.the unmarked 
ballots and reverse the result of the late 
election, in which event four assemblymen 
and one senater from Somerset may g0 
to the democratic instead of the republican 
column.

Aspirants Are Showing Up for the 
Democratic Nomination. 


Lexington, Ky., ‘November 5.—(Special.)— 
The success of the silver democrats in 
Kentucky Tuesday has turned the attention 
of all politicians tqgward the gubernatorial 
nomination. 

It had been tacitly understood before 
the election that in the event the silver dem- 
ocrats were defeated Major P. P. John- 
ston, of Fayette county, who, as chairman 
of the democratic state central and execu- 
tive committees and the.state campaign 
committee, has done so much work toward 
br.nging Kentucky back into the demo- 
cratic ranks. would stand for governor on 
the silver ticket. 

He was willing to make what at that 
time seemed a sacrifice. but now that the

The morning after the election the friends 
of State Senator William Goebel, of Cov- 
ington, began to push him for governor. 
Senator Goebel was one of the leaders of 
ex-Senator Blackburn in his memorable 
fight for re-election at Frankfort last win- 
ter. It is said that Goebel planned the un- 
usual campaign waged by Blackburn and 
that Senator Charles J. Bronston, who also 
has the gubernatorial bee in his bonnet, 
was simply his mouthpiece. Goebel is one 
of Xentucky’s leading lawyers and is con- 
sidered an astute politician after the Croker 
kind. He never makes a long speech, never 
subm:ts to ah interview and keeps all his 
plans and purposes within his own breast. 

Senator Bronston is a Madison county 
product who went to Fayette county nearly 
twenty vears ago, and for fourteen years 
seryed as commonwealth’s attorney of that 
district. Like Goebel, he is a distinguished 
lawyer; but, unlike him, he is a great talker. 
He was a member of Kentucky’s constitu- 
tional convention and it is said of him that 
dur.ng the session of that body he was 
on his feet oftener to make speeches and 
to put motions than any other member of 
the convention. He is noted for his rab 
utterances. and since he left the sound 
money democrats and became an advocate 
of free coinage he has denounced many 
his old associates !n urimeasured terms. He 
is one of the most aggressive politicians 
hie mind te go out after the gubernatorial

TRIED TO ASSASSINATE MOKAES. 


Soldier Attempts to Take the Life of a 
Eouth American President. 

London, November 5.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Rio Janeiro, says: 

“At 1 o'clock this afternoon. (Friday) a 
soldier of the Tenth battalion, which con- 
stitutes part of the local garrison, attempt- 
ed to shoot President Moraes with a pis- 
tol. The presidént was just landing at the 
marine arsenal after visiting the steamer 
on which General Barbosa, minister of ma- 
rine, had arrived from Bahia. 

“The bystanders frustrated the attempt, 
but Colonel Moraes, the president’s nephew, 
was slightly wounded in disarming the sol- 
dier. Genera) Bittaneour (General Marcado 
Betancourt), minister of war, then interfer- 
red and was himself stabbed. The wound 
was so serious that he died soon after- 
wards. The attack has caused the greatest 
agitation throughout the city.

«. Columbus, O., November 5.—The Ohio leg- 
islature stands 74 republicans, 70 democrats 
and 1 doubtful on the official returns re- 
ceived up to tonight. With a dozen or 
more of the eighty-eight counties very close 
there have been no material changes ex- 
cept in Wood county, which will be claimed 
by both parties till the courts pass on the 
action of the supervisors. 

There have been no unusual proceedings 
before the returning boards of any of the 
counties except that of Wood, although 
both parties have had their representatives 
and attorneys in the county seats wherever 
the vote was close. 

Chairman McConville, of the democratic 
state committee. has not changed his 
claims of a democratic majority on joint 
ballot and will not do so until the official 
returns of all counties are in, and show 
the final results to differ from those he has 
at hand. 

Chairman McConville and others from the 
democratic state headquarters went to Cin- 
cinnati tonight to confer with John R. 
McLean and other party leaders regarding 
the contests that are to be made in the 
close counties. 

Chairman Nash insists tonight that the 
legislature stands 75 republicans to 70 dem- 
ocrats and that the majority on joint ballot 
for senator will not be less than five. He 
gays tonight he is satisfied with the situa- 
tien In Wood county, What he feared was 
thet the official copnt m 
small republican plurality'in that cotmty. 
Since the face of the official tally sheets 
show a plurality of $1 for the republican 
representative, Judge Nash sdys he is will- 
ing and ready to have any court pass on 
the case.

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PENSION ROLLS ARE GROWING. 


Fifty Thousand Names Were Added to 


the Roll During the Year. 

Washington, November 5.—The first an- 
nual report of Commissioner of Perisions H. 
Clay Evans, to’ the sécretary of the in- 
terior, was made public teday. 

“There were added to the rolls during the 
year 50,101 new pensioners, and there were 
restored to the rolis 3,971 nsioners who 
had been previously dropped; total of 54,072. 

“Losses were 31.00 by. deaths; 1,074 by re- 
marriage of widows and mothers; 1,145 by 
legal limitation (minors); 2,63 for failure 
to claim pensions for three years, and 3, 
for other causes; aggregate of 41,122. 

“The whole number of pensioiers on the 
rolls June 30, 1897, was 976,014. The net gain 
over the previous year was 5,336, 

“Tt will thus be seen that the p«nsion rolls 
has not yet begun to show any diminution, 
though it has been anticipated by mv pre- 
decessors in office that such would be the 
fact. Seven widows of revolutionary sol- 
diers are still on the rolls.

not discovered until this morning. James 
Wright, from Hancock county, and Felix 
Ethington were in the cell: from which 
Dick Lawrence and Buth Bradley escaped 
some months ago. Lawrence and Bradley 
had picked a stone loose in the floor, tun- 
néled fifty feet and dug through a heavy 
stone wall. After their escape was discov- 
ered the hole under the ce!l and the tunnel 
were filled with broken stone and the en- 
trance cemented up so that it was thought 
to be secure. 

Wright and Ethington had been in the 
cell some time, but all the work was nec- 
essarily done last night as the cell was 
full of broken stone, and it was a remarka- 
ble feat to handle it in the time. 

A reward of $50 has been offered for thelr 
capture. 


WILL RESTORE WALLS OLD FORT. 


San Carlos, Near Barrancas, Fia., To 
Be Rebuilt and Equipped. 

Pensacola, Fla., November 5.—Major Mac 
Murray, commanding the First Artillery at 
Fort Barrancas, has been instructed by 
General Wilson, the chief of engineers, to 
restore the walls of old Fort San Carlos, 
near Barrancas. 

This is the oldest and most interesting old 
fortress in the United States. Jt was or'g- 
inally built by the Spaniards and was sév- 
eral times captured by the American army 
under General Jackson in 1821. It will now 
probably be supplied with rapid-fire guns. 


FUNERAL OF GEN. CLINGMAN. 


Remains of the Old Commander Are 
Buried in Confederate Uniform. 
Raleigh, N. C., November 5.—The funeral 

of General Thomas L. Clingman was held 

at Concord today at All Saints Episcopal 
church, Rev. Dr. J. C. Davis officiating. 

The interment was in the town cemetery. 

The remains of the lamented general were 

escorted to their last resting place by the 

confederate veterans, many of whom were 
under Clingman’s command. The body was 
in the uniform worn as a confederate brig- 
adier general. 

The funeral was held at Concord at the 
request of his niece, Mrs. James C. Gibson. 


GOVERNMENT EMPLOYEE DEAD. 


Captain Lyon, of Virginia, Passes 
Away in Washington. 
Washington, November 6 .—John Lyon, 
one of the assistant attorney generals of 
the department of the interior, died at his 

home this morning at 7 o'clock. 

Mr. Lyon was born at Petersburg, V2.. 
seventy yeats ago. .He gradtate® at the 
University of Virginia, teking both the 
regular college ‘course and the course ot 
law. 

“He practiced law successfully at Peters- 
burg and later at Richmond. 

During the war of the rebellion he served 
his state as a captain of the confederate 
army. He came to Washington about sev- 
en years ago, and after successfully prac- 
ticing law for two yéars, he was appointed 
an assistant to ‘the assistant attorney gen- 
eral for the interior. 

He was regarded as one of the best law- 
years in the department. 


MORGAN W4S FOUND GUILTY. 


Jury Returns a Verdict Within One 
Hour’s Time. 

Parkersburg, W. Va., November 6.—The 
report that Miss Alice Pfost, the fourth 
victim of murderer John F. Morgan, of 
Ripley, Jackson county, was dead, proved 
untrue. 

The funeral of Mrs. Green, formerly Mrs. 
Pfost; Miss Matilda Pfost, her daughter, 
and young James Green, her gon, occurred 
yesterday. The three bodies were laid side 
by side in one grave. 

This morning Ripley was crowded with 
strangers when court opened. Miss Alice 
Pfost’s evidence differed little from pub- 
lished accounts, except that the murderer 
used an ax instead of a club. 

The prisoner testified that he had killed 
his victims in self-defense. The trial lasted 
five hours. 

The jury in less than an hour returned a 
verdict of guilty of murder in the first 
degree without recommendation. The an- 
nouncement was received with cheers. 

Sentence will be passed upon the prisoner 
tomorrow. 


ARE CLASSIFYING TOBACCO. 


Appraisers Are Holding a Conference 
Now in New York. 


New York, November 5.—The conference 
of United States appraisers and customs 
officers held to arrange some equitable clas- 
sification of tobacco on which to base duties 
collected at the various ports of entry, was 
continued this forenoon in thé appraisers’ 
stores. The conference is to continue un- 
til late this evening. 

So much ¢onfusion and annoyance have 
been caused by the uncertainty as to what 
constitutes “‘wrapper’’ tobacco and “‘filler’’ 
tobacco, that Secretary Gage ordered the 
conference to settle the matter. 

The duty upon “wrappers” is $1.%5 a 
pound, and upon “‘fillers’’ 35 cents a pound, 

As a result, many shippers have been 
concealing the “wrappers” in bales of 
‘fillers’ and thereby evading the duty. 
Then there are “self-adjusting’’ bales of 
tobacco from Mexico that contain both 
‘wrappers’ and “fillers.” 

The conference is to frame rules to 
straighten out the abuses. When the rules 
have been drawn up Secretary Gage will 
embody them in a general treasury order.

The -Tragic Death of Mrs, Zion 
Bridwell, an Old Woman. 


WAS IT MURDER OR SUICIDE? 


The Rope Was Round Her Neck and Her 
Feet and Hands Tled. 


HER AGED HUSBAND ARRESTED 


The Scene in the Rickety Old Cottage, 
The Old Man’s Strange Talk—He 
Writes Statement—Odd Old 
Couple—Coroner To 
Investigate. 


At the end of a rope that hung from 
the black rafter above, the lifeless body 


of an old woman gwung, a fearful picture 
of self-destruction or murder: while in a 


,; adjoining room of the rude cottage an old 


man sat talking in a wild and disconnected 
way of the awful tragedy. 

This was the scene which called the 
coroner, newspaper reporters and a crowd 
of neighbors to No. 193 West Pine street 
last night. ' 

In a cottage, which was dilapidated with 
age and decay, near the corner of Pine 
and Luckie streets, Mrs. Zion Bridwell was 
discovered late yesterday afternoon dang- 
ling from a rope. When first seen she had 
been dead several hours, for the body was 
cold. 


It was very near 6 o'clock in the evening . 


when Mr. Zion Bridwell was seen running 
from his house and crying out at the top, 
of his voice for help. Among those who 
first saw and heard him was Mr. John 
Campbell, who resides just opposite, at 
194 West Pine street. Mr. Campbell ran 
to the Bridwell home and was led by Mr, 
Bridwell into one of the bedrooms. The 
old man shouted like a mad man 


finger at the body of a woman which swung 
to @ rope near the foot of the bed: 

“Great God, there she is! Look, there 
she is!’’ | 
By the dim and uncertain light of a lamp, 
with a cracked and smoky chimney, Mr. 
Campbell examined the ghastly sight and 
found that the woman was dead. He sum- 
moned some of his neighbors and they to- 
gether cut the rope by which Mrs. Brid- 
well was hanging and placed the body on’ 
a bed. 
Was It Murder or Suicide? 

Was it murder, or was it suicide? 

At once this quertion began to be asked) 
in whispers by those who assembled at 
the scene of the tragedy. The end of the 
rope by which the woman was hanged 
was tied to a post at the foot of the bed;) 
then it had been passed over a rafter and 
brought down again; the other end of the 
rope was tied securely about the throat. 

The woman’s knees almost touched the 
floor, and it would have been an easy mat- 
ter for her to have stood upon her feet 


after the rope was fastened. Near the" 


body was a table, so made that it could be! 
easily tilted over, and by the table there 
was a chair. If death had been self-sought 
the old woman had, while atene in the 
cottage, tied the rope to the bedpost and 
then thrown the other end over the rafter. 
The table was pushed under the rafter 
and was mounted by the aid of the chair. 
About her neck the rope was tied, and 
then, when all was ready for the moment 
of self-destruction, she tilted the table over 
and fell forward. She had miscalculated 
on the length of the rope, or, more prob- 
ably, never paid any attention to it at all, 
for she must have drawn up her feet to 
keep them from touching the floor. 
Some Suspicious Cireumstances.. 
One peculiar thing about the arrangement 
of the body when first discovered was the 
fact that both of the woman's feet were 
tied with a p.ece of small rope, and about 
ohe of her hands or wrists was a piece of 
twine. It was this which gave rise to the 
theories of murder, but those who believed 
that it was a case of self-destruction were 
of the opinion that she had possibly read 
of hangings and of how the prisoner's 
hands and feet were tied; that she tied her 
feet. but found she could not fasten the 
cord about both of her wrists, and left the 
cord on one of them. 
xr. Bridwell had been in the city nearly 
all day attending to some matters, 60 he 
stated. It has been an every-day thing for 
the old man to come into town and waik 
about the streets, where he was a familiar 
figure. Returning home about 6 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, he walked into the 
house and called his wife. She dd not an- 
swer, nor was the supper ready as it was 
wont to be at his coming. He iit a lamp 
and discovered the awful spectacle wiich 
has been described.

Prominent Cubans in this clty regard this 
manifesto as the most important document 
issued by Cubans abroad since the war 
started In Cuba, A copy of the manifesto 
and a Hst of the names of some of the 
more prominent persons who have signed 
it will be sent to the government at Wash- 
ington that its significance may be better 
appréciated. 


NOT A WORD OF ENGLISH SPOKEN 


Enthusiastic Meeting for Cuba Held 


in Chickering Hall. 

New York, November 6,—Chickering hall 
was crowded tonight with enthusiastic Cu- 
bans who applauded when the speakers 
feclared that Cuba would not accept terms 
from Spain of autonomy. that peace can 
Only come after the evacuation of the is- 
land by the Spanish army and that the Cu- 
ban patriots will fight to death for their 
Independence, 

Not a word of English was spoken dur- 
ing the meeting, over which Senor Tomas 
Bstrada Palma presided.

SPAIN’S REPLY IS RECEIVED. 


President Will Make It a Prominent

Washington. November 5.—The full text 
of the Spanish reply to the note of United 
States Minister Woodford has reached the 
state department in the last mail and is 
now under examination by the officials. 

So far as can be learned it is not the 
intention ef the administration to give it 
publicity now, so that the interest of the 
people must be gatisfied at present with 
the more or’less official statements ema- 
nating from Madrid as to the character 
of the Spanish note. It is expected that 
the president will: make this note and the 
correspondence leading up to it as the basis 
for one of the most important chapters of 
his forthcoming message to congress upon 
the reassembling of that body in December 
next, and meanwhile it is not believed to 
be probable that any radical change in 
policy will characterize the correspondence 
between the two countries unless something 
unforeseen occurs, 

It appears that the determination of the 
Spanish cabinet to courtmartial General 
Weyler, while not directly due to a re- 
quest of this government, was probably in- 
spired by an intimation from The state de- 
partment that his utterances were not cal- 
culated to smooth the way of the negotia- 
tions. It is surmised that by thus acting 
with promptness the ish cabinet has 
paved the way for an couhter-remonstrance 
against the publications of ex-United States 
Minister Hannis Taylor. 

The conditions in the two cases. how- 
ever, are said at the state department to 
be entirely different. General Weyler be- 
ing a Spanish .army officer, is amenable to 
discipline for any interference with the 
policy of the government, witile Mr. Taylor, 
being a private citizen, is not actountable 
to his government for his individual utter- 
ances.

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MUTINY AND MURDER 
Crew of the Olive Pecker Now at 
Newport News. 


MEMBER MAKES CONFESSION 


Anderson, the Cook, Says He Mur- 
dered the Captain and Mate, 


ASSUMED COMMAND OF THE SCHOONER 


Story of the Double Killing an Burn- 
ing of the Ship Is Now 
Related, 


Newport News, Va, November 6—The Unit- 
ed States ship Lancaster dropped anchor 
in Hampton Roads this morning from Ba- 
bia, Brazil. In military confinement on 


.the warship are five men of the crew of 


the schooner Olive Pecker, whose captain, 
Whitman, of Rockland, Me., and First Mate 
William Saunders, of Sandy Cove, N. 8., 
were murdered at sea in August last, In 
the ship’s brig closely ironed is J. Ander- 
son, the schooner’s cook, who is the seif- 
confessed perpetrator of the murders and. 
who afterwards set fire to the vessel. 

The Olive Pecker sailed from Boston on 
June 7th with a cargo of lumber for 
Bahia, and the story of this tragedy vf 
the sea is told in the words of the mur- 
derer, who tonight gave to the Associated 
Press the follow.ng version of his crime: 


‘I was the cook aboard the Vlive Pecker, 
@ tWo-magsiea schooner, [10m bo0B8(0n 10 
Bahia, aud had to serve the capiain as his 
servant, i had gOGUd reason to veileve that 
the captain did not take tO me and i was 
a:.ways in fear of my ile whenever he got 
snio his mad fits. 

“tle had a dog which was always com- 
ing into the cook house and annoy.ng me. 
On the day of our difficuity the animal 
caMe inside and I threw a boiier of hot 
water on him, The dog howled and the 
next thing I knew the captain was call- 
ing for me. 1 went to his Cabin and he 
commenced cursing meé, telling me thai 
this sort of thing had to stop. 1 did not 
Say anything to him and he ordered me 
into his cabin to make up his bed. This 
was in the morning. 

“I made up his ved and he ordered me 
out with a volley -of oaths. I knew he 
was in @ mean humor and determined to 
arm Myselt. i Knew ihe Capiain Lau sulMli¢ 
pistolg in his cabin, and 1 went back tu 
get one of them. Just as soon as I entered 
the captain fired a beer bottle at me, and 
seeing that I dodged it, he picked up a 
pistol from the table and sent a bali in 
my direction. I had got my hands on a 
weapon wh.ch was lying on the corner of ‘ 
his table, and of course I opened fire on 
the rascal. My first bullet took effect in 
his forehad and the second went into Lis 
breast, killing him almost instantly, I 
then went up on deck and g¢alled to the 
mate, who was in the fore rigging. 

“He shouted down to me ing what 
I wanted. I told him to come down, that 
his captain wanted him in the cabin. He 
started down, and when he reached the 
deck 1 went for him, He was an old fellow 
w.th whiskers and I felt like smashing him 
with my fist. He looked at me as if to 
ak we my authority to order him about, 
and I leveled the weapon at his old be- 
whiskered head, sayi at the same time: 

** "Now die, like the dog you are.’ 

“With that I pul t trigger and the 
mate dropped to the deck, rolling to the 

ort side of the ship. I then went down 
nto the cabin, thinking I would be able 
to take the ship by myself. I saw that 
the captain wag a ost and I came up on 
deck again, The mate was groaning and I 
felt it my duty to put him out of his 
misery. € more shot did that. I. so- 
cured the captains other pistol and after 
giving the mate a second bullet, i started 
toward the crew, who were aft, with a 
pistol in°each hand, and gave them to un- 
derstand that I was to be master of the 
Olive Pecker and that the first man who 
undertook to disobey my orders would have 
to suffer the consequences.. ‘They carried 
out my commands without a murmur. 

“I first ordered them to throw the mate's 
body overboard and then we went down 
into the cabin and brought up the captain's 
corpse, disposi of it in like manner. 
Next I ordered the men to get out the oil 
and saturate the vessel fore and aft in 
such a manner that she would burn. They 
did that and then we got our belongings 
and prepared to take toa the boats, first 
setting fire to the old ship. My chum and 
I went down in one of the boats while 
the other four mén took to another. They 
pulled off in a different direction from us 
and we never saw them again until we 
met in prison in Bahia. They must have 
peached on us, for no sooner had we landed 
from the ship we had taken than the offi- 
vers placed us under arrest and sent us 
to Bahia. 

‘The .Pecker was one month out from 
Boston and was within two days of Bahia 
when all this happened. phe was a two- 
masted schooner and started out with a 
crew of eight.” 

The officers of the Lancaster stated that 
when the men were thrown into prison at 
Bahia the United States consul at this 
port communicated with the navy depart- 
ment at Washington concerning the arrest 
of the murderer and his accomplices and 
received instructiong to place them aboard 
the fourth class cruiser Lancaster, which 
at that time was several hundred miles 
south of Bahia and which would be ordered 
to that port as soon as possible. 

The seamen remained in the old prison at 
Bahia for four weeks before the arrival 
of the Lancaster. 

When the men were sent aboard the 
cruiser the cook was ordered in irons and 
the remainder of the unfortunate shi;®s 
crew were placed in military confinement 
and brought to Hampton Roads. 

The five sailors are under the impression 
that they are being held as witnesses 
against the cook and will ve expected to 
testify that he murdered the captain and 
the mate. It is more probable, however, 
that they will not only be used as wit- 
nesses against the murderer, but will be 
held and convicted on the charge of firing 
a ship on the seas. 

In speaking with the Associated Press 


‘correspondent tonight an officer of the 


Lancaster stated that he is of the opinion 
that all of the men were willing parties to 
the mutiny and did not do anything or 
disturD the cook in his crime, and obeyed. 
him willingly.

About 5 o'clock this afternoon, Mr. Loy- 
less approached Mr. Hanson in front of The 
Telegraph office and asked if he was re- 
sponsible for the editoria! in The Telegraph. 
Mr. Hanson replied in the affirmative and 
Mr. Loyless struck him a bl: w with his fist 
in the face, which landed on the right side. 
Hanson drew a revolver frém his pocket, 
which was quickly grasped by Mr. Robert 
Jameson, who was standing near. Interces- 
sion prevented further difficulty.

POLITICAL WRANGLES ARE GIVEN UP 


A ‘Promise Made That Five Years 
Hence There Will Be Another 
Election. 


Fitzgerald, Ga., November 5.—(Special.)— 
Mr..E. W. Ryman, of the campaign com- 
mittee, makes this final report: 

“At the election on the 2lst there were 
east 2,515 votes, of which IMtzgerald re- 
ce'ved 1,455. Thig gave Fitzgerald a ma- 
jority of 400 over the combined opposition, 
but not the necessary two-thirds. As in 
this instance the law requires the majority 
to bow to the will of the minority, we 
must either accept the result of the elec- 
tion as final or appeal to the courts to set 
as'de the declared result. Many of our 
friends, both natives and colonists, have 
urged the committee to contest the elec- 
tion. After careful consideration, the 
committee does not-believe a contest would 
be for the best interests of Fitzgerald or 
Irwin county. The colonists came to Geor- 
gia not to engage in endless factional strife, 
but to build homes for themselves and 
families and to live in peace and harmony 
with their neighbors, the native farmers. 
A contest means possible years of bitter 
feeling on both sides. The courthouse is 
to be desired, but an honorable peace and 
the development of the county of our new 
homes is worth more than all. Having 
fought hard for the courthouse and hav- 
ing been beaten (whether fairly or not, we 
leave to the judgment of our neighbors, 
the farmers), the committee deems it to 
the best interests of all concerned to drop 
the fight. 

“Irw.n county and Fitzgerald cannot 
prosper if its leading citizens engage in 
Warfare on each other, 

‘To those friends who stood by Fitzger- 
ald in its fight the comm.ttee extends its 
hearty thanks; to the other fellows we 
have to say we forgive you. You are a 
trifle peculiar in your county site notions, 
but you are not a bad lot and old Irwin 
is the better for hav.ng you as citizens.

British Authorities Have Not Sanc- 
tioned the Convention. 


EXPERT 
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SALISBURY WANTED ONE 


Bering fea Negotiations Will 
Be Participated in by Four 
Nations. 


Washington, November 5.—A new phase 
of the Bering sea negotiations developed 
today when the state department was ad- 
vised that Sir Wilfrid Laur'er, premier of 
Canada, and Sir Louis Davis, minister of 
marine and fisheries in the Laurier cabinet. 
would come here early next week to take 
part in the negotiations. 

Later in the day a dispatch from Ottawa 
reserved apartments for Sir Wilfrid and 
Sir Louis and party at the Shoreham, be- 
ginning next Tuesday evening. The British 
embassy was not advised, however, and it 
was understood that the British foreign 
office was equally unaware of the fact 
that the chief officials of Canada would 
come to Washington to treat in person 
on the subject. 

Up to this time the British authorities 
had strenuously insisted that the Bering 
sea meeting was to be confined strictly to 
an exchange of technical information be- 
tween “experts’’ and they have resisted 
any larger consideration of the subject 
which would involve general. principles. 

Lord Salisbury’s letter to Secretary Sher- 
man carefully limited the meeting to one 
of “experts,’’ and in execution of this Pro- 
fessor Thompson was named as the British 
expert and Professor Macoun as the expert 
of Canada. Notwithstanding this strict 
limitation adopted at London, the two chief 
officials of Canada will come to Washing- 
ton prepared to discuss the subject from 
a much broader standpoint than any thus 
far conceded in London. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier is regarded as the 
head of that element in Canada favorable 
to the most cordial relations with the 
United States. He has not been an annexa- 
tionist, but has favored the most liberal 
trade arrangement with the United States. 
Heretofore his efforts and those of his party 
associates toward securing a reciprocity 
treaty with the United States have been 
unavailing, but within the last few days 
the state department has intimated that it 
would view with favor negotiat:ons for 
reciprocity between Canada and the United 
States. 

Yhe coming of Sir Wilfrid at this time ig, 
therefore, of more than usual interest not 
only in its bearing on Bering sea negotia- 
tions, but also in connection with Canadian 
reciprocity. 

How far they will be able to treat con- 
cerning the Bering sea, recprocity or other 
subjects is a question of interesting con- 
ecture. 
Tne state department is much. gratified 
at their coming, as it is felt to offer the 
first prospect of considering the sealing 
question en broader lines than heretofore. 


DISASTROUS FIRE IN QUITMAN. 


Several Business Blocks Sacrificed to 


the Flames—The Losses. 

Quitman, Ga., November 5.—(Special.)—A 
most disastrous fire, and one which came 
near eclipsing the famou# one of last 
March, is still raging in Quitman at rhis 
hour—12 o’clock. tonight.

The temperance question in the senate 
wil] not down. No sooner had the prohib- 
ditory substitute to the Bush bill been de- 
eated yesterday than Senator Gray intro- 
uced his familiar bill, which prevents the 
gale of liquor in quantities of less than a 
half pint, and prohibits the drinking of it 
on the premises on which i. was sold. The 
weary-lunged orators who had spent three 
whole days in battling against prohibition, 
sighed when they heard Secretary Clifton 
‘read the caption to the new measure, and 
Secretary Clifton sighed, too. It begins to 
Jook as though the senate would either 
have to do something with the liquor ques- 
tion in the way of reform, or abandon all 
effort to deal with other legislation. 

When the senate met there was the usual 
full attendance and the dvorkeepers were 
shortly afterwards compelled to refuse ad- 
mission to anybody. The prohibition bill 
came up immediately after roll call, and 
Senator Atkinson was recognized by the 
resident. There was something particu- 
arly significant about the speech of the 

ged statesman from the twenty-sixth, 
because there was at the time in the lobby 
la delegation of citizens from Spalding, 
Butts, Fayette and Pike counties, with a 
petition that he run for congress in the 
sixth district. There were no more inter- 
ested listeners to the senator’s speech than 
this delegation, and none were more en- 
thusiastic in applauding his telling points. 

Some Plain Speaking. 

Senator Atkinson made an exceptionally 
strong and effective address in favor of the 
bill, and spoke without notes. His arraign- 
ment of the liquor traffic was terrific and 
he dealt the opposition sledge-hammer 
blows in an argument that was full of 
homely, old-fashioned eloquence. | 

“Right now,” said the senator, “the 
hands on my farm are almost in a riot, 
caused by the fiery monster, and I have 
got to leave my post of duty to go home 
and quell it. Some people cry local option. 
i know by experience that the hydra-head- 
‘ed monster crawls forth from dens of ini- 
quity in wet counties where it has been 
‘banished. 

“The opponents of the bill say that pupne 
sentiment is not behind it. I refute this 
assertion. The record of over one hundred 
counties out of 137 have gone dry. Show us 
‘that the will of the people is against the 
sale of whisky! The good women of Geor- 
gia are behind us in this fight. 

“If the devil could assemble all the pow- 
ers of evil to dispatch to this state to throt- 
tle its onward progress, he would select 
liquor to head his cohorts. Liquor is, and 
always wil] be, an enemy to mankind. We 
&re pondering on a momentous question.

Senator Hopkins Explains. 

“In the primary election which resulted 
in my nomination without opposition as 
senator for the seventh district, and at my 
special instance and request, the question 
of barroom or no barrooms was submitted 
to the democratic voters of my county. 
That county, under the rotation system, 
the right to name the senator. 
That issue was clearly and distinctly de- 
fined and understood. The question of total 
prohibition never for one moment entered 
into it. As a means of determining the 


issue, upon each ballot was printed fer. 


barrodmé,’ jor *alggringt barrdonis.’ 
“In the discussion of the question the 
advocates of the measure ascertained that 


the bill to be offered would not be one of 


total prohibition, but one that would abol- 
ish the open saloon, substituting therefor 
the dispensary, from which purer and 
cheaper spirituous liquors could be obtain- 
ed. Such a bill was published and dis- 
tributed throughout the state and was in- 
troduced in the senate by my distinguished 
friend, the senator from the thirty-seventh. 
No one knows better than. he that that bill 
has had my earnest and gealous support. 
That bill, however, has practically é¢eased 
to exist in this senate. 

“The only resemblance existing between 
that bill and the one created by the amesd- 
ments of the senator from the twenty- 
eighth is in its number and the name of 
the author. The first was an anti-barroom 
and dispensary bill, while the other is a 
total prohibition bill for the entire state. 
I do not believe that my constitution wou.d 
have instructed me to vote for such a biil 
had the question been passed upon by them, 
and in support of this assumption the facts 
exist that total prohibition has been de- 
feated in every instanee whén submitted 
under the local option law, in my dis- 
trict. 

“In view of the fact that the measure 
upon which my. constituency expressed 
themselves has been abandoned and one 
distinctly and radically different has been 
substituted, presenting as it does an issue 
settled in the past by them in the negative, 
I feel it my duty to vote against the bill 
in its present form. There are now pend- 
ing in this assembly two anti-barroom 
bills. One by the senator from the twenty- 
third and the other by Mr. Boynton, of 
Spalding. If proof of sincerity and con- 
sistency is: wanted of me, it will be found 
in my vote for both-of those bills when 
placed upon their passage.’’ 

Another Temperance Bill. 

Immediately following the defeat of the 
bill the senate resumed the transaction of 
ordinary business, and Senator Gray 
promptly introduced another temperance 
bill. In a general way ite provisions are 
already familiar to most of the readers of 
The Constitution, but several of its minor 
provisions have been altered. Regarding 
the measure and its prospects, Senator Gray 
wrote the following statement immediately 
after the presentment: 

“The bill provides that liquors shall not 
be sold anywhere in the state in a less 
quantity than one pint and in original seal- 
ed packages, and shall not be drank or used 
on the premises where sold. It does not in- 
terfere with any local option or other pro- 
hibitory law now in force, but is a general 
law regulating the quantity and place. The 
penalty for both buyer and seller is the 
same as prescribed in the code of 1895 for 
misdemeanors. 

“This bill, {f passed, will abolish drinking 
saloons and ptill allow wet counties to sell 
in any other manner—does not interfere 
with dry counties at all. Since the senate 
has killed a strict proh{bition bill, I believe 
this bill to be. the best solution of the 
contention. until the people take up the 
question and settle it by ballot. — 

“T believe that 80 per cent of our people 
are opposed to saloons and will vote them 
out overwhelmingly the first opportunity 
they get. The bill is a special order for 
Tuesday, November 16th.” .

alty for the violation of the same. There 
was some protest from the colored attend- 
ance in the chamber, but the bill went to 
the general judiciary committee without 
other objection.

Large Number of New Bills Were In- 
troduced Yesterday. 


LIBRARY MATTER TAKEN UP 


Committee Reported Adversely, but 
House Turned Down the Report. 
Want to Cut Salaries. 


The house hod a heavy day of it yester- 
day and a large number of bills were in- 
troduced and several important ones pass- 
ed. A great part of the time of the house 
was consurnel in receiving new bills. 

The bill authurizing any railroad in this 
state havirg less than three miles of track 
tu run freight trains on Sunday was passed 
after some discussion. The bill cf Mr. Fel- 
der, of Fulton, requ'‘ring judgments to be 
rendered in the county where subject real 
estate is located before they become iicns 
against innocent third parties was read 
for the third time and was pussed by a 
vote of 97 to 3. 

The bill to repeal the act of 1892 authoriz- 
ing an election for water works bonds for 
Hawkinsville, introduced by Messrs. 
Brown and Jordan, of Pulaski, was read 
for the third time and passed. A bill by 
the same gentlemen to authurize an election 
at Hawkinsville for the purpose of deter- 
mining the question of issuing bonds not 
exceeding $40,000 for waterworks and elec- 
tric lights was also passed. 

Mr. Knowles, of Fulton, scored a victory 
when his bill providing for the appointment 
by the governor of a commission of five 
persons to aid in the establishment of pub- 
lic libraries, came up on an adverse report 
from the library committee. 

On request of Mr. Knowles the bill was 
taken up for the purpose of disagreeing to 


the report of the committee. Mr. Knowles 


stated that he did not think the committee 
understood the bill and that they had acted 
under a misapprehension of the facts when 
they reported adversely on it. He thought 
that-when he had explained the bill to the 
house that it would be approved at once. 

The bill, he expkained, was for the ap- 
pointment of five persons at no expense to 
the state whatever, they to give their ser- 
vices free of charge and to do it merely as 
a public duty. The commission, he said, 
was for the purpose of giving advice ana 
assisting in the maintaining and establish- 
ing of public libraries throughout the state. 
“There is no expense attached,” he said 
“and I am sure there are no sufficient 
grounds for an objection. This commission 
will result in much good to Georgia. Other 
states have commissions of this sort and 
they do a work the value of which is 
everywhere appreciated.”’ 

Mr. Ried, of Bibb, thoroughly favored 
the position of Mr. Knowles. He wished it 
was so that every municipality in the state 
could establish a public library. The mem- 
bers of the committee would ask no com- 
pensation for their labors; there were no 
selfish motives beh'‘nd the bill; there: is 
only the great object of education and 
he could see no reason why the bill should 
not be passed. 

Mr. Hogan Opposes It. 

Mr. Hogan, of Lincoln, stated that it was 
with regret that he had to oppose a meas- 
ure favored by the gentleman from Fulton, 
tut he was compelled to oppose this bill. 
“Suppose the governor should appoint scme 
gentleman of Savannah, or Augusta,” he 
said, ‘‘would it be right for them to have 
to come to Atlanta and pay their expenses? 
After 2 while they would see that they 
were losing by this and would ask for a 
compensation. If the gentleman will amend 
it so that the expenses will be paid out of 
the salaries of the librarian and his assis- 
tant I will agree to it.’’ 

Mr. Meldrim, of Chatham, then took the 
floor and made an eloquent speech in which 
he favored the turning down of the com- 
mittee and showed how badly Georgia 
stands in need of public libraries. He de- 
sired .to impress upon the house the im- 
portance of books. He said that if he had 
it in his power he would place in every 
locality in Georgia a library sufficient for 
its needs. He spoke of the educational facil- 
ities to be obtained in New England and 
of the preserice of public libraries in every 
locality. 

‘“‘All that the bill asks,” he said, “is for 
a commission which will advise the best 
methods of establishing libraries, for the 


. best manner of purchasing books and the 


best books to purchase. Is there any man 
in this house who purchases 500 books for 
a village library? All this bill asks is for 
five persons to give advice. There is no 
higher duty of the legislature of Georgia 
than to help the children. And tne expense? 
Assume that five men were paid # per day 
for two days—$40—and that to melp enlight- 
en some poor child!’’ 

When the question was put the house 
voted unanimously against the report of the 
committee. 

The house was interrupted by a great 
number of privileg resolutions inviting 
visitors to seats on the floor and Mr. Ho- 
gan, of Lincoln, objected to the wheels of 
legislation being clogged in this manner. 

He thought that one resolution rpruviding 
that every citizen of Georgia be gstven the 
privileges of the floor would save « great 
amount of valuable time and he intsvduced 
one having that object in y‘ew. Or motion 
of ‘Mr. Little it. was referred to the coOm- 
mittee on rules.

HOUSE PUTS IN A BUSY DAY 


Representative Boifeuillet Presents a 
Bill to Appropriate $10,000 for 
the Establishment of a Tex- 
tile Department at the 
University. 


As was predicted in The Constitution yes- 
terday morning, the introduction of bills 
to carry out the several reforms recom- 
mended by the Blalock committee followed 
close upon the heels of the introduction of 
the committee’s report. During the day 
Representative Swift's bill to repeal the 
funding act of the state university was 
favorably reported. Representative Bla- 
lock introduced a bill cutt.ng down the 
salaries of the oll inspectors. Representa- 
tive Berry introduced a bill reducing the 
salaries of the railroad commissioners. All 
these are members of the investigating 
committee and all the bills bears directly 
upon the findings of the.r investigation. 

The most important of the measures was 
that which proposed to reduce the salaries 
of the railroad commissioners from $2,500 
per year to $2,000, and the members are a 
good deal agitated over the matter. Rep- 
resentative Berry, who is one of the most 
influential members of the lower house, 
said, in speaking of his bill: 

For Reducing Salaries. 

“The introduction of the biil to reduce 
the salary of the railroad commissioners 
is not the result of any hasty action or 
without due consideration. | believe the 
salary is out of proportion for the work 
done. Upon examination of the Blalock 
committee {tt found, with the exception of 
the cha'rman, the duties do not materially 
interfere with the members of the commis- 
s:on following other occupations. 

“I believe all salaries paid by the state 
should be in keeping with the work per- 
formed, and also with the condition of the 
tax-ridden people; further, to carry out 
my idea, I see from the press that an 
honorable gentieman prefered the appoint- 
ment ag railroad commissioner to going 
upon the bench of the supremg court with 
a much higher salary, and the reason giv- 
en was that it would enable him to spend 
most of his time at home and offering 
opportunities of practicing law should he 
desire it. Such facts as set forth is what 
induced the majority of our committee to 
recommend the reduction of salary, and 
also induced me to introduce the bill, and 
I believe when the facts are brought before 
the members of the general assembly they 
will see the justice of the bill.” 

The only measure of importance passed 
was Representative Knowles’s bill, provid- 
ing for the appointment of the governor 
of a library commission of five persons to 
serve without pay. The bill came in with 
an adverse report from the brary commit- 
tee, but Mr. Knowles made an eloquent 
and forcible plea for it in'a brief speech, 
and the report was d.sagreed to almost 
unanimously. The measure then passed. 
A bill by Mr. Reid, of Bibb, to provide 
for the validation and confirmation of 
county or municipal funds ,the text of 
which The Constitution has alreudy print- 
ed, was almost passed after some debate. 

Por a Textile School. 

More new bills were introduced than on 
any prev.ous day of the session. The most 
notable was one from. Representaiive 
Boifeuiliet, of Bibb, providing for the ap- 
propriation of $10,000 to the trustees of 
the University of Georgia for the establish- 
ment of a textile department in the state 
Technological school. It reads tn full as 
gfe 1.

Sec. 2 Be ‘tt further encted by the au-

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid that said local board sall 
have author'ty to prescribe rules and 
regulations for the sald textile school, 1o 
provide necessary professors and instrue- 
tcrs therein and generally to do whatever 
may be necessary to make effectual the 
purposes of this appropriation. The stu- 
dents in gaid schoo] shall be entitled to all 
the privileges and benefits of the classes in 
the said Technological school, but all the 
shop ccurse in the mechanical department 
shall not b? compulsory on them. 


Talk with the Author. 

The bill excited general and favorable 
ccmment and in discussing it Mr. Boi- 
feuillet zaid: 

“The bill has for its purpose an appro- 
priation of $10,000;from the state treasury 
to enable the trustees of the Technological 
scrool to open in connection with the other 
features of that institution a textile de- 
periment, in which shall be taught the 
construction, use and management of all 
machinery and material employed in.- cot- 
ton and other textile manufactures. 

“Such schools have long existed in many 
parts of the north, notably at Poston and 
Lowell, where textile manufacture is ex- 
tens vely fcllowed. It is believed that the 
time has ¢ome in Georgia for the opening 
of such a school. In fact, an extensive dis- 
cussion has recently been going on in the 
papers in the states of Georgia, South: Car- 
olina and Virginia touching the same. The 
News and Courier, of Charlestcn,. has ex- 
pressed the opinion .that Atlanta is. tha 
proper place for the opening of such school. 
The facilities afforded by the Technological 
school maintained by the state seem tn 
mark this point as the place of all others 
where such education can be carried on 
with least- expense, 

“The authorities of Clemson college, in 
South Carolina, are already moying for 
a similar school at that institution. ~ It 
should be a matter of pride that Georgia 
was among the first states of the south 
to enter actively on the work of industrial 
education, and if her leadership is tobe 
continued in this department, it will be be- 
eause her legislature is induced to make 
the necessary appropriations. 

“The want of skilled labor it'{s believed 
is one of the principal difficulties in the 
way of a more extensive manufacture of 


eotton goods in the south. Few of our cot-" 


ton mills attempt to do more than spin the 
coarser yarns; where weaving is even at- 
tempted the manufacture is confined rather 
to the coarser lines than atherwise. Mil!s 
for weaving, stamping and printing call- 
coes, and the manufacture of innumerable 
other. articles ‘of high grade in which cot- 
ton enters as a principal ingredient, are 
exceedingly rare throughout the cotton 


section. 
A Need in the South. 

“The textile school is intended to educate 
the students in all these departments. For 
the south the possibilities of cotton manu- 
facture are absolutely tncalculable. It has 
been estimated that if the south had. suffi- 
cient . facilities. to manufacture into the 
staple products of the trade a single cottoa 
crop, and could do so, the sale of these 
products alone would realize enough money 
to pay the war debt of the’ government, 
and leave a handsome profit for the cotton 
growers besides. ‘This vast accumulation 
of added value from manufactures now 
goes largely to other communities. It 
would seem a reasonable thing, therefore, 
to endeavor to encourage arything which 
tends to sitmulate cotton manufacturing 
at home. A first-class textile school would 
undoubtedly serve this end. It is believed 
that it would give additional interest to th's 
industry, besiles furnishing yearly to the 
state a number of young men whose educa- 
tion and training would insure the applica- 
tion of their energies toward the multiplica- 
tion of such manufactures tn our. midst. 

“The trustees of the Technological school 
believe that the appropriation of $10,0)0 on 
the part of the state at the present ses- 
sion will be sufficient to enable them to 
open this desirable branch of instruction. 
It is said that several enterprising and 
philanthropic gentlemen, interested in the 
subject of cotton manufactures, have in- 
dicated a willingness to supplement, if 
necessary, any appropriation made by the 
state from their own private purses, #0 as 
to insure the success of the undertaking 
at the beginning. The president of the 
Technological school ig also in receipt of 
letters from several manufactories of. cot- 
ton machinery, and it {s belleved that the 
equipment can be obtained at very slight 
cost to the atate. The $10,000 is intended 
for the building and whatever amount it 
is necessary to pay on the equipment. 

“It will be necessary to have a full line 
of the latest machinery, with all the appli- 
ances for spinning, weaving, printing and 
stamping, so that the young men who pass 
through the school will be able to superin- 
tend any factory in the country, understand 
and repair the machinery, and have knowl- 
edge of all the procegses required in the 
various steps attending the manufacture 
of the higher class of cotton goods. Cot- 
ton is the peculiar product of the south. 
Upon it our people depend for their sup- 
port, and there is no other interest in the 
land that is more important. It is earnest- 
ly believed that this is 2 step toward keep- 
ing at home some of the untold wealth that 
annually leaves our borders in our cottou 
crops.” : 
Night Sessions Threatened. 

It is probable that night sessions will 
shortly be held, owing to the fact that al- 
ready an amount of legislation is banked 
up on the lower house which it will take 
many days to get rid of.

A HOT TIME IN COMMITTEE 


Entle Fight Is how Dumped on the 
Legislature, 


CAMPS = WILL SBE CNS PECTED 


Sub-Committees of Both Houses Ap- 
pointed to Visit the Convicts 
and See If They Are Be- 
ing Properly Cared 
for, Etc. 


At the meeting of the penitentiary com- 
mittee of the house yesterday afternoon 
the Hail bill was once more given a solar 
plexus blow, and the cause of convict re- 
form was set back another peg. The meas- 


ure which was evolved by the joint com- 
mittee as a result of its recent meetings 
was ordered to be favorably reported to 
the house in spite of the earnest protest 
of the friends of convict reform. The fight 
was a bitter one to the last and as usual 
on the final ballot a large number of those 
present. refused to. vote. 

The action of the committee 
least a very considerable advancement to- 
ward the settlement of the vexed question 
ohne way or the other. It takes the matter 
out of the hands of the committees and 
throws it into the legislature. The Dill 
which will be favorably reported is certain 
not to be enacted into law in its present 
shape, because it is a ridiculously incon- 
sistent measure, with a caption originally 
constructed for the Hall bill. When the 
joint committee went through it with a 
reaping machine two weeks ago it cut out 
provisions permitting the purchase «af prop- 
erty and the erection of buildings, but left 
in authority to erect heating apparatus 
and construct water power. 
old lease system is to be continued on the 
lines of this measure it will probably be 
necessary to draw an entirely new bill. 

To Inspect the Camps. 

The numerous committee meetings held 
yesterday afternoon kept the ~ members 
jumping about from one room to the other 
and it frequently happened that the peni- 
tentiary committee was without a quorum, 
At other times it had nearly a full attend- 
ance. The first business in order was the 
selection of sub-committees to make the 
annual inspection of the convict camps 
and Senator Cook, chairman of the peni- 
tentiary committee of the senate, was called 
in to assist Chairman Hall. The two had 
agreed that it would be best for joint sub- 
cominittees to visit the camps in order 
that the two houses would not be troubled 
with conflicting reports.

Old Fight Renewed. 

It was announced that each of these gen- 
tlemen as chairmen of the sub-committees 
were to select their own associates. 

Having transacted this business, the com- 
mittee plunged into the discussion of convict 
legislation and for a couple of hours the 
room echoed with the voices that have al- 
ready grown familiar to the ears of all 
those whose business it has been to attend 
the past sessions of the same committee. 
The only novelty of the occasion was the 
presentation of a bill by Representative 
Fogarty, of Richmond, which he said he 
would present to the house as a substitute. 
In his speech, which explained his measure 
fully, he said: 

/“at the last session of the legisiature 

introduced a bill to prov:de for the crea- 

jon of a pow peet f commission which 
would be charged with the care and man- 
/ agement of the convicts of this state, The 
commission {s to be composed of the gov- 
ernor, the secretary of state, the attorney 
general, the commissioner of agr culture 
keeper of the penitentiary 


and the p 
and is to serve without compensation, re- 
ceiving merely reimbursement for actual 
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a tract or tracts of land to be celecteé 
with reference to health, accessibility and 
fitness for agricultural purposes. and to 
locate thereon upon the expiration of the . 
present lease all the felony convicts of 
this state, where they are henceforth to 
be engaged in agricultural pursuits and in 
such industries and octupations ag may be 
incident thereto, or which can be success- 
fully conducted in connection therewith. 

‘The. bill provides for the separation of 
the sexes and for the separation of the 
races as tar as practicable. Imperative 
direction is given the commissioners’ to 
separate the youthful from the mature, 
and to furnish them with such -training 
and educational advantages as will tend 
to their reformation. The bill, in short, 
contemplates placing all of our convicts 
upon the farm, where, i have every reason 
to believe, they can be profitably employed. 

“Tl am not prepared to say just how’ 
much land it would take to accomplish 
this purpose, but I beleve that if these 
farms are worked upon the intensive sys- 
tem that all of the convicts of the state 
can be given employment which will be 
healthful, self-sustaining and possibly prof- 
itable. If farming in Georgia can, with 
free labor, be made a prefitable cccupa- 
tion, I am at a loss to understand why 
these convicts cannot be profitably «mploy- 
ed in agriculture, 

“Of course the initial expense will fe 
onsiderable, but in a very short time the 
convicts will be self-sustaining and there- 
after return gradually to the coffers of the 
State the amount originally appropriated. 
I think that the sentiment of the people 
uf Georgia is against the continuaace of 
the lease system. If such be the case 
and if, as is generally comceded, the r 
system is impracticable, I take it that the 
farm system is the only practicable one 
in which a satisfactory solution of this 
question will be found. 

“I am mindful that the state is now in a 
very stringent financial condition and that. 
we can ill afford to make large appropria- 
tions for this or any other purpose. It 
may be that in view of the present enor-, 
mous and unprecedented rate of taxation 
and of the past and as well prospective re- 
duction of the tax digest in Georgia, that.- 
some method will have to be determined 
upon which will obviate the necessity for 
an appropriation, or at least’ require a 
very amal! one. 

“Tnder the circumstances it may be nec- 
éresary to proceed to. the formation of ‘the 
central penitentiary ferm system gradually, 
and. in the meanwhile. to lease out a con- 
siderable portion of the convicts of the. 
state for a short term. I shall yield very 
reluctantly to any system which contem- 
plates a partial continuance of the lease 
system, but the exigencies of the case may 
demand it. + 

“I believe, however, that Georgia will 
eventually carry out the idea embodied in. 
this bill, and that possibly after the ex- 
piration of five years, we shall find the 
convicts of the state e on the cen-— 
tral penitentiary farm, where they will be 
occupied in healthful and profitable occupa- 
tion, punished with or, but g¢till with ~ 
humanity, and surrounded with infitences 
that will tend to their reclamation and ref- 
ormation.’’

committee. Chairman Hall surrendered the 
chair to Representative Ennis and made a. 
strong plea for his measure. He was fol- 
lowed by Representative Ell's, who urged 
that the time had come when the commit-— 
tee must do something or confess to the 
people of the state that it was unequal .to. 
the demands made upon it. Representative 
Cobb argued that the joint committee’s — 
measure was a better bill than that fram- — 
ed by Mr. Hall and Representative Hender- 
son, of Forsyth, said that he was opposed 
to both bills, but intimated that the popu- 
lists of the house would prefer to have the 
committee report back the jo'nt committee | 
bill not because they favored it, but be- | 
cause they believed it would put the demo- — 
crats in a hole. He did not say this in so 
many words, but he was shrewd enough to 
engineer the populist vote every time 
against the Hall bill. 

After a while. the members grew tired 
of talking and Representative Ellis shut off 
debate by moving the previous question. On 
the roll call there were fourteen votes for 
the joint committee’s bill and twelve for 
the Hall bill. This means that the former 
will be presented to the house with a favor- 
able sakea in a day or two and that the 
fight will then devolve upon that body. It 
is said that at least seven bills will be of- 
fered as substitutes and the prospect of de- 
bate is appalling those who have other 
measures of importance at siake. 


THE PHINIZY INTERVIEW. 


Controversy Over It Settled Yesterday 


by Mr. Phinizy’s Statement 


The controversy between Mr. Phinizy, of 
Richmond and Mr, Walter Adamson, cor- 
respondent of The Columbus Enquirer-Suna, 
relative to an interview published in that 
paper was settled yesterday morning in 
the house of representatives. 

Mr. Nesbitt, of Clayton, withdrew his res- 
olution requesting an investigation of the 
matter, stating that Mr. Phinizy, he un- 
derstood, would read a statement before 
the house. 

Mr. Phinizy read a statement. in which 
he said he was convinced a mistake had 
been made, and he desired to withdraw his. 
former remarks, particularly those that 
refiected upon Mr. Adamson. He also read 
a statement from Mr. Adamson. 


Mr. Phinizy’s Statement. 


‘Since the introduction of tne resolution 
by the gentleman from Clayton on yest r- 
day ang my remarks in regard thereto mu- 
tual friends to the parties to this contre- 
versy and without any suggestion from 
either side have interested themseives in 
the matter to the extent of an inquiry into 
the facts. As a result, 1 desire to make ihe 
following statement, and ask that the same 
be entered on the journal: ‘While 1 deem 
it unnecessary tor me again to deny the 
remarks attributed te me or any remark 
which reflected upon the members of this 
house, I am convineed that a mistake has 
been made and that injustice has been 
done both parties. In view of this, 1 de- 
sire to read before the house a statement of 
Mr. Adamson, and ask permission to with- 
draw my former remarks, particularly tne 
portions which reflected upon the corre- 


spondent, Mr. Adamson. 
“BOWDRE PHINIZY.” 
He then read this from Mr. Adamson. 


Mr. Adamson’s Statement. 


“IT dtd not get the interview from Mr. 
Phinizy direct. nor did I speak to him 
about the matter. I muepee into Major 
Frank Callaway’s office, where Mr. Phinizy, 
with several other gentiemen were talk- 
ing about the football bill, and I wrote the 
article in The Enquirer-Sun frem the con- 
versation which oceurred there.

It is not going too far to say that in

ble observer, declares that “the republi- 
can party is confronted with the incon- 
trovertible truth that Bryanism and bi- 
‘Metallism is not dead.’’ He goes on to 
say that the heavy losses which the re- 
publicans have sustained warn them 
“that they must take steps at once and 
emphatically to settle this currency 
question beyond any hope of reopen- 
ing it.” 

‘That is a large order, and one from 
which a more popular party than the 
republican organization might well 
shrink. Nevertheless, Mr. Chauncey 
. Depew is ijght. Unless the republicans 
follow his"advice and “settle this cur- 
rency question beyond any hope of re- 
opening it,” their party is doomed. 

In this country, to settle a question 
beyond the hope of reopening it, is to 
‘settle it right—is to settle it conform- 
ably tothe wishes and _ desires of an 
overwhelming majority of the American 
people. . Otherwise it will be reopened 
and kept open until a reasonable, right. 
and just settlement is made. How is 
the republican party to do this? What is 
its equipment for the work? 

In the first place it has declared in iis 
platform that the gold standard is not 
the best, being inferior; in point of jus- 
tice and equity, to bimetallism of the in- 
ternational variety. To this extent, it 
has indorsed what the democrats have 
said in opposition to the gold standard. 
To emphasize its indorsement of demo- 
‘cratic argument, Mr. McKinley fnsti- 
tuted a sort of gypsy commission, whose 
‘duty it was to go about Europe, knock- 
ing at the doors of the various capitals, 
and begging the nations to come to the 
rescue of the unfortunate American peo- 
ple, who were suffering the evils of the 
gold standard. 

The efforts of the commission having 

‘Tesulted in the most complete failure 
that ever overtook a similarly organ- 
ized body, the republican party is now 
‘compelled by its pledge to maintain the 
gold standard. It has admitted that 
the gold standard is a thing to be got 
rid of, and has even attempted to get 
rid of it; but the attempt being a failure, 
the republican party is now compellea, 
_ by the terms of its platform, to main- 
tain a standard which it has attempted 
to rid the country of. This being so, 
how are the republicans to “settle this 
currency question beyond any hope of 
reopening it?” 

Every step they have taken thus far 
seems to have disgusted the voters of 
the country. Their faked “prosperitv” 
has had no influence with the people. 
Was the Dingley bill indorsed at the 
polis last Tuesday? If so, was the in- 
dorsement of a character to give the re- 
‘publicans hope? Mr. McKinley, indeea, 
‘tis reported as saying that the’ result of 
the election is very satisfactory to him 
—a statement which shows that he 
would be serene and content if his par- 
ty were wiped off the face of the earth. 
He would smile, make a mAxim, kiss 
Hanna good-night, and lie down to pleas- 
ant dreams. 

Those who have a habit of watching 
the temper of the voters, and of mak- 
ing forecasts therefrom, know perfect- 
ly well that the tremendous shrinkage 
in the republican majorities as compared 
with last year constitutes a repudia- 
tion of the republican party that is with- 
out a parallel in our history when we 
bear in mind the fact that it has been 
in power only eight months, 

The reason is perfectly plain, Mr. 
McKinley did not call an extra session 
of congress with the intent of bringing 
about reforms for the benefit of the peo- 
ple, but for the purpose of turning over 
to the protected interests as promptly 
ag possible the spoils which they de- 
manded as an offset to their contribu- 
*  tlons to ‘Mr. Hanna’s corruption fund. 
' Now this is not a mere partisan asser- 
» tion we are making. The proof of its 
truth is irrefutable. The extra session 
was called to cater to the interests ot 
the protected trusts and monopolies by 
means of the Dingley tariff bill. and for 
» 0 other purpose whatever. The proof 
* Of it lies in the fact that the speaker 
- of the house would permit no other gen- 
eral legislation. He smothered debate 
with so heavy a hand that for the first 
g time in the history the repi&gentatives 
» of the country were publicly restrained 
- by one man from performing their duties 
as legislators. 

If any further proof were needed 
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republican members of the senat 
Mr. MeKinley’s so-called 
form message. It was written and sent to 
congress with the understanding between 
the president and the leaderg of his par- 
ty that it was not to be considered. This 
fact was developed by the shrewd tac- 
tics of Senator Bacon, of Georgia, who, 
in discussing the message, proposed to 
the republicans that they take it up for 
action.

lican party in every state where an elec- 
tion was held? If a general election 
could be held tomorrow, the republican 
party would be sent to the rear by the 
biggest majority that has ever been giv- 
en against a party. And this feeling 
of disgust on the part of the people will 
continue to grow, 

So far as “currency reform” goes, the 
republican party has no choice but to 
accept the plan already dictated by the 
gold trust and the international bank 
syndicate, The republican leaders are 
wholly in the hands of the money power, 
They surrendered to it body and soul 
when Hanna made his deal in Wall 
street pledging McKinley to the gold 
standard. ‘The “reform” that the peo- 
ple will be asked to indorse includes 
the retirement of the greenbacks and 
treasury notes by the issue of gold bonds 
and the placing in the hands of the 
money trust the sole control of the peo- 
ple’s money, and the power to contract 
or expand it at their pleasure. 


The Democratic Outlook. 

The significance of ‘Tuesday's elections 
in a national way can hardly be over- 
estimated. The great growth of demo- 
cratic sentiment which the results indi- 
cate has brought hope and confidence to 
the democrats, and in the struggle for 
advantage in the congressional elections 
of next year and the presidential elec- 
tion of 1900, the advantage is now with 
the party of the people. 

rom the fall of Czar Reed’s gavel the 
first week of December until adjourn- 
ment comes in the summer following 
every move in congress will be of inter- 
est to the people and of importance in 
its bearing on the future. The demo- 
cratic leaders go into that contest with 


ty of approval at the hands of the people, 
if in all things they are true to the prin- 
ciples of their party. 

The election results mean that the 
party is stronger today than it has ever 
been. In these early contests the peo- 
ple have repudiated the McKinley-Han- 
na administration. The hollowness of 
the cry that prosperity had come as the 
result of republican legislation has been 
seen by the people, and they have reg- 
istered their refusal to be fooled; Wher- 
ever there was a fighting chance to over- 
throw the administration party, with its 


-vast campaign funds and its thousands 


of office promises, the people have done 
the overthrowing; and even in the sup- 
posedly impregnable republican strong- 
holds they have shown the strength of 
their democratic sentiments by great 
democratic gains. 

The demoeratic leaders enter upon 
their duties in congress fortified in the 
knowledge that the drift of publie senti- 
ment is their way. That they will take 
advantage of this, strengthening im every 
way possible their position, by emphasiz- 
ing their adherence to true democratic 
principles and their determination to 
bring substantial relief through legisla- 
tion on the line of those principles, is 
certain. On the other hand, the repub- 
licans will begin the fight in this session 
of congress disheartened by the knowl- 
edge that the drift is against them; that 
defeat is impending, and with the further 
knowledge that their own forces are bad- 
ly divided. 

All sorts of trouble seems to be coming 
in the way of the men who secured con- 
trol of the government by promises 
which they not only have failed to ful- 
fill, but which they had no intention of 
fulfilling. The republican forces are 
certain to snow wide divisions on any 
proposition the party advances looking 
to financial and monetary reform. The 
failure of the Wolcott commission wipes 
away the-last vestige of the internation- 
al bimetallism pretense, and means now 
that the party must come out in the open 
in defense of the single gold standard, 
whose evils so many of its leaders have 
so long and so bitterly denounced, The 
money power owns the republican party, 
and despite the warnings of its wisest 
leaders in times past it is compelled now 
to come out in bold defense of that dis- 
astrous experiment in. financial legisla- 
tion. ‘The eastern leaders, or most of 
them, will be found standing willingly to 
this policy; the western republicans will 
protest, for they know such a position 


“means repudiation at the hands of their 


constituents. The party will be badly 
split, and its chances of enacting any 
financial legislation that can strengthen 
their party is infinitesimal. 

These considerations and others will 
make the coming session of congress full 
of interest and of political importance. 
The republicans go into it burdened with 
the practical certainty of further repudi- 
ation and defeat; the democratic position 
on the other hand is one full of hope 
and of confidence that the future is to 
bring party victory and substantial re- 
lief to the people whose only hope lies 
in democratic control of congress and otf 
the administration.

He was a strong party man before, but 
the result of his election will make him 
a much stronger party man, The gold 
press is charging that Tammany had 
a deal with Platt.

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Blaborating on this declaration, the 
mayor said that his purpose in this re- 
spect did not grow out of any cular 
belief in the theory that to the victor be- 
longs the spoils.. The question of spoils 
cut no figure in his mind at all. The 
question he was concerned with was one 
of good government, the honest and eco- 
nomical administration of the affairs of 
a great city. The republicans had been 
in charge and the people had decided 
that their method of government was 
not a good one, but was, in fact, a thing 
to be rid of. 

Thus a democratic candidate was elect- 
ed mayor of New York because republi- 
ean rule had been found “obnoxious, the 
people determining for themselves to 
test the efficiency of democratic rule. 
The mayor was therefore elected aa a 
democrat, and because he was a demo- 
crat, so that he might restore democrat- 
ic government to the city, Undertak- 
ing to perform this work, the new mayor 
proposes to call to hig aid only those 
who are democrats, not because the 
spoils of office belong to the democrats, 
but because the people have declared at 
the polls that they want democratic gov- 
ernment.

THE ELECTIONS.

Mr. Bryan conservatively sums up the re- 
sult of the elections, so far as they have 
been ascertained, as very gratifying for the 
democracy. The most distincfively repub- 
lican paper in New York, The Press, which 
supported General Tracy, had, on Tuesday 
morning, the following brief but significant 
editorial:

Hon. J. B. Knox, chairma oF the state 
democratic executive ¢ommittve of Ala- 
bama, and one of the most prominent at- 
tornevs of that state, came over yesterday 
from Aiuriston and spent the day m At- 
lanta. : 

“I ca.ve Over on business,” said be, “and 
my sta is necessarily short.’ . 

Mr. Knox was casually introduced to 
quite a number of the ‘egislaturs in the 
lobby of the Kimball yesterday, The Bla- 
lock committee report was touched upon in 
casual conversation, and some one brought 
up the question of dividing the university 
and the agricultural college, locating the 
two at different places. 

“It is none of my business,” said Mr. 
Knox. “I have net read the report re- 
ferred to and know nothing of the merits 
of the controversy, But I do know this: 
When we established a state agricultural 
college in Alabama, it was located at Au- 
burn, while the state university is located 
at Tuscaloosa. Our people have never 
ceased to regret the division, and the senti- 
ment of the state is practically unanimous 
in the opinion that such division was a 
serious mistake, and that both institutions 
would have done much better had they 
been located at the same place. The agri- 
cultural college should have been located 
at Tuscaloosa with the state university, or 
the state university should have been lo- 
cated at Auburn with the agricultural col- 
lege. There would haye then been a con- 
centration of energy which would have 
been vastly better for each institution, giv- 
ing both the benefit of better equipment 
and a larger fund for suppoet. It is a 
question of common consent in Alabama 
that the state made a mistake in dividing 
these two institutions, After the experience 
of other states, I should not think Georgia 
would make the same mistake, It seems 
to me that the agricultural college should 
be located with the state university, both 
being maintained as independent institu- 
tions, and each being located at Athens, 
or some other place. The fact.that both 
fare at the same place gives each certain 
benefits which neither would possess if the 
two are located at different places, and if 
separated, the one that would suffer most 
would be the new one, for it would be a 
most difficult matter to provide it with an 
equipment equal to that of an institution 
which is more than one hundred years old, 
and whose plant represents an expendi- 
ture of perhaps $200,000. As I have said 
before, however, I am an Alabamian and 
not a Georgian, but I am so closely attach- 
ed to Georgia that I plead guilty to feeling 
a very near attachment to its interests, 
and this is the reason why I feel at liberty 
to suggest that Alabama has made a mis- 
take and Georgia should not do likewise.” 


With November has come the slaughter 
of birds. About every hamlet the fall 
woods are now ringing with the echoes 
of the gun and the frosty morning air vi- 
brates and reverberates.

Just here a word might be said about 
the curse of pothunters who thrive in ter- 
ritory adjacent to Atlanta, Some serious 
correction of this whelesale slaughter is 
necessary. 

But it was not of the pothunter, not of 
the poetical insp!ration of autumn woods, 
nor the bracing thrill of the frosty air 
that this is intended to tell. It was to 
picture Major Lucius McCleskey away down 
in the wiregrass regions, down about Em- 
pire, where the birds do not fiy far, where 
you can spot them when they drop and 
follow up a whole covey until the death 
rattle of each has sounded from the pine 
straw. It was to picture him there, with 
a smile of triumph on his Nimrodian coun- 
tenance as his Irsh setter jogged back 
with a feathered victim in his jaws. 

Major McCleskey returued to Atlanta yes- 
terday. He was the first hunter to get out 
after the term of protection had expired, 
On the night of the 3lst he left for Em- 
pire and was on the field on the morning 
of the Ist. When he returned yesterday 
there- were something like two hundred 
birds secreted about his luggage. These 
have been parceled out in clusters of a 
dozen edch, which have been distr.buted 
among his friends. Last night a few of 
Major McCleskey’s friends enjoyed a bird 
supper at the Kimball. 

“Tt takes a pretty good shot to get ten 
birds hand running,’”’ said the major, “but 
that’s what I did, Biggest covey I ever 
saw. Got ’em in an open place—pulled 
down three on the rise—stepped two paces 
to the front—got a right and left shot— 
before my dog could get back stray bird 
got up in my rear—turned on him—and—” 
The major’s bird supper was enjoyed, 


Speaking of birds— 

Hon. Mel Branch, who represents Colum- 
bia coumty in the state leg slature, {s the 
champion of a measure which shows that 
he appreciates true beauties of nature. 

He has introduced a bill calling for the 
protection of song birds and those of in- 
sectiverous proclivities.. True, the sub- 
stance of the bill was suggested to Mr. 
Branch by Tom Watson, but the represen- 
tative of Columbia gets the credit and it is 
he who will make an eloquent plea for the 
protection of the mocking birds, the sap. 
suckers and the bullbats. 4

Athletic Contest and the University. 


Editor Constitution—The. tragic death of 
young Gammon, a student of the university 
of this state, the result of a brutal game 
of football between students of the Univer- 
sity or Virginia and the University of 
Georgia, offers material for reflection. 

While my deepest sympathy for the 
friends of this young man is excited, I 
rust say I have expected nothing less, in 
view of these constantly recurring inter- 
collegiate contests. The history of these 
games and the fatalities that are continu- 
ally recorded show them to be dangerous 
to life, ‘and great hindrances to collegiate 
education, 

i have expressed my opposition to these 
athletic sports time and again, for the 
reasons above stated, and perhaps it re- 
quired the awful scene that took place on 
Saturday to open the eyes of the state, and 
the authorities, to the necessity of prohib- 
iting them in connection with the Uni- 


| versity of Georgia. 


If outsiders who have leisure and means 
choose to engage in such brutal sports, for 
amusement or money, I have no objection. 
It is their business, not mine. But it is 
my belief and constantly expressed opinion 
that such amusements or professional 
Eames should not be induiged in at the 
expense of the tax payers of the state and 
federal government, 

The tax payers contribute that money 
for the knowledge that is found in books, 
and I have urged attention to such educa- 
tion, rather than the football games which 
consume so much time in their indulgence, 
with such hazard to life and limb, and 
which must of necessity be constant in- 
terruption to the regular lessons and lec- 
tures of the university. 

It will not be forgotten that an excellent 
board of visitors made a report a few 
years ago that they found the most en- 
thusiastic and rampant baseballists and 
footballists of the university were, as a 
rule, at the foot in their classes and in- 
tellectual attainment, 

Common sense and common. experience 
goes to prove that it is an impossibility to 
give their minds, their thoughts, their 
time and their energies to the gridiron or 
the diamond and do justice to the curricu- 
lum of the university. Absorption in one 
pursuit necessarily hinders progress in 
every other. I contend that if we are to 
follow such brutal sports under such cir- 
cumstances, that John Sullivan or Fitz- 
simmons should be engaged as u« regular 
professor in slugging. Let us have supér- 
lative excellence in that as well as in other 
lines, if the state of Georgia adopts this 
branch of physical culture, so-called, for 
the benefit of pupils educated by the 
bounty of the state. 

I feel a deep and abiding interest in the 
good name of my alma mater. I love the 
grand and glorious memories of the past. 
I am jealous of its reputation as a sehool 
that can be recommended to parents as a 
safe and valuable institution of learning— 
and my sadness was inexpressible to find 
that a student of bright promise had been 
a victim, on last Saturday, to what I have 
long believed was an injurious policy of 
the university. 

And it is because I am a sincere friend 
of the university that I now emphasize 
the necessity for the prohibition of such 
inter-collegiate games like the one played 
in Atlanta last Saturday, and I feel sure 
the trustees will be gratified to have the 
mooted question settled once and forever— 
by the legislature of the state. 

And, further, it is because I love the 
institution so well, and desire its success 
so greatly, that I would plead with the 
legislature to take the interests of the 
university into tender care and keeping. I 
would plead with that body not to treat 
it as an alien or step-child, but to remem- 
ber it is the best equipped school south of 
the Potomac, and has been the glory“of 
Georgia. for one hundred years. It is 
worthy of the most loyal and careful pres- 
ervation and protection. It is emphatically 
the school of the state of Georgia. It lies 
in the authority of the legislature to com- 
mand its proper and efficient management 
down to the smallest requirement or par- 
ticular, but it would be a calamity and 
eternal reproach to Georgia to emasculate, 
destroy or rob it of what it needs as a 
reat university. 

+ Tnsteed of mumoving the funds that it 
now enjoys, and can employ to great ad- 
vantage, let the legislature give it what- 
ever may be needed in addition to provide 
higher education for the youth of this 
state. 

I am fully acquainted with the bitter war 
that has been waged against it by denom- 
inational partisanship, and I know how 
adroitly every mistake in the management 
and error in the students have been quickly 
fanned into a flame of discord and dissatis- 
faction by its unrelenting foes, but I also 
feel that there is enough of genuine pa- 
triotism in my native state to hold firmly 
to the requests and benefactions invested 
and placed therein. by noble, generous 
hearted Georgians, dead and gone, and to 
put a sheltering arm around the grand old 
institution that they prized so highly, and 
so frequently and zealously commended to 
the law er Bn of the state. Make it a 
university in reality as well as in name. 
If there is anything improper in its man- 
agement, order a change. If any teacher 
now employed does not meet the indorse- 
ment or requirement of the state, make 
whatever changes that are suitable and 
equitable on this line. If the present trus- 
tees should fail in their duty, there are 
numbers of other good men who are quali- 
fed to act as its guardians, but do not 
allow any feeling of dislike or animosity 
against the institution per se to prevail or 
influence the state authorities to curtail 
or destroy its usefulness and progress. 

I have felt for a long time that a crisis 
in its affairs was approaching, I have not 
underestimated the determination of its en- 
emies to drag it down from its wonted 
position. In my feeble way I have done my 
utmost to ward off apparent dangers and 
relieve the situation of any side issues or 
complaints that might be pressed disad- 
vantageously to the interests of the. insti- 
tution: and I write this communication 
simply to induce the legislature to examme 
into the real merits of the university. and 
to disabuse the minds of the members of 
that body of any feeling of ill will or dis- 
like to {ts interests, and to make it what 
it deserves to be, gg tema ehild of

get the full benefit of all the soluble fertil- 
izer we should use it broadcast. Where 
the plowing is shallow you can go in the 
fields now and dig or plow up the fertil- 
izer, and see it just as it was put there. 

Or you may plant some wheat or oats 
after the cotton and see plainly the streaks 
where the fertilizer was put. To make the 
use of chemical fertilizers profitable we 
must get the available plant food the first 
crop. Three-inch plowing and high bedding 
and drilling fertilizers will not do this. 

Georgia should reduce her guano bill at 
least one-half, and cut the acreage in cot- 
— about oy og We would make more 
clear money 80. 

The half left out from cotton should be 
largely devoted to growing hay. All sorts 
of hay growns well here. It costs about 
fifteen cents per 100 or $3 per ton to grow 
and save ney. Any good hay will pring 
$15 per ton, leaving a clear profit of $12. 
We can grow from two to four tons per 
acre, This is far more profitable than cot- 
ton. Hay makes the land richer as well as 
makes the man richer. We do not have 
hay buyers at every little town like cotton 
buyers, because we are ourselves hay buy- 
ers. We annually ship into Georgia more 
bales of hay than we ship out bales of cot- 
ton. 

When we grow the hay to sell we will 
have the buyers at hand. By hay growing 
we can cut down the commercial fertilizer 
bills, cut down the acreage and bales of 
cotton, make the land richer and grow 


richer ourselves.

“Home, Sweet Home.” 

Editor Constitution—Noticing in several 
papers an extract from your paper, men- 
tioning the arrest of the author of ‘Home, 
Sweet Home,” in Tennessee, and “his song 
being sung in public for the first time, 
what this writer has to say in connection 
was notorious at the time. 

In the year 1836 or 1836 the Cherokees were 
still lingering in Georgia, unwill’ng to leave 
for the west, and there were white men 
among them, said to be missionaries, incit- 
ine them to opposition, so that the state 
had placed guards in that section to pre- 
vent the entrance of strangers. 

It was then that John Howard Payne, 
passing through on his way to Tennessee, 
was arrested by the guards, carr'ed to 
Milledgeville .and of course at once clear- 

. It was so soon after that the Ind'‘ans 
in both states departed, it is not likely 
that he found his way into Tennessee later 
or tried to. But one incident mentioned 
by him at the time and published in the 
papers is that one night the guards were 
carousing and one of them sang “Home, 
Sweet Home.”” He told them he was the 
author, and they told him “he lied.” In 
fact, the song was more familiar then per- 
haps than now. : 

On the same occasion, however, he was 
heartily greeted by an old man,-who upon 
hearing his name came in to express his 
pleasure at meeting him. saying: “I iead 
your book. I like it.” But the book was 
Thomas Paine’s, the infidel. 

Mr. Payne’s purpose in visiting Tennes- 
see, as stated to the writer, was to study 
the Cherokee language. He had stopped 
in Clarkesville. then the summer resort 
for families from the low country, and 
there the writer made his acquaintance.

The operation was performed last Sunday 
morning at 10 o’clock by Drs, Cooper and 
Eikin. The operation seemed to relieve Mr. 
Blalock and he began to show some signs 
of improvement. Up to yesterday morning 
he continued to improve splendidiy. 

Early Thursday n.ght Mr. Blaluck was 
seized with acute indigestion, but had about 
recovered by yesterday morning. At that 
time his physic.ans stated that he was get- 
ting along as well as could be expected. 
Abow® 9 o’clock he experienced a sudden 
change for the worse and in a short time 
was dead. 

Mr. Bialock’s death was not only an 
untimely event, but it means a great loss 
te Atianta. He stood among the best cit- 
izens and was foremost in ail movements 
where he could work for the public guod. 
He had many nobie traits of character, 
and was a Christian gentleman whose care- 
ful and conservative career fad won for 
him a high place in the estimation of At- 
lanta’s people. He moved here eleven years 
age and kas rapidly risen to the top.

One- 
half the members will retire to private life 
on January ist and the newly elected mem- 
bers will assume their duties. 

The council for this year has already suc- 
ceeded in spending all of the city’s revenue 
which can be spent, or rather the money 
has been apportioned among the different 
departments to be spent between now and 
January ist, and very little more work of 
improvement can be prosecuted this year, 
except that already mapped out. There 


priations for work and little remains f 
the present council to do. . 
1898 Will Be a Busy Year. 

With the beginning of 1898 the general 
couficil for that year will have many se- 
rious problems confronting it and already 
the mayor and members of the next council 
are beginning to think of the work ahead. 
Many public improvements will be made 
during the next year and@ very soon Mayor 
Collier will begin on investigation with the 
view of mapping out a programme to be 
recommended in his annual message. 
course nothing of a definite nature can 
or will be done as yet, but the whole field 
will be gone over and it will be a subject 
for consideration as to where the city’s 
revenues for next year will be placed. 

There is every reason to believe that the 
revenues for next year will exceed those 
of this year, or at least equal them, and 
the general council will know about what 
to count on for the year. Certain expendi- 
tures made this year will not be necessary 
in 1898 and the city will start off in as goud 
condition financially as it did with the be- 
ginning of Mayor Colller’s administration 
and at the end of Mayor ‘King’s term. 

Improvements To Be Considered, 

Among the probable public improvements 
which will be taken into consideration by 
the general council in arranging the ap- 
portionment sheet for 1898 Is that of widen- 
ing and improving Whitehall street. Strong 
pressure will be brought to bear upon the 
body to secure an appropriation for this 
purpose. And it is practically certain that 
a fund wil] be set aside because the coun- 
ty authorities have agreed to bear one-half 
of the expense of making the improvement, 
if the city will pay one-half, which will 
reduce the cost materially. 

It is certuin that Mayor Collier will rec- 
ommend that Pryor street from the Ara- 
gon hotel to Mitchell street* be repaved with 
a more suitable material than the rough 
belgian blocks. This work has been in 
contemplation for some time, but the city 
was unable to undertake it this year. It ig 
the idea of the mayor that the street 
should be re-paved with brick, asphalt or 
wood blocks, so that a smooth surfaced 
street running through the business cen- 
ter of the city will connesct with the two 
principal residence streets—Peachtree and 
Pryor. 

Auburn Avenue To Be Paved. 

Auburn avenue, from Butler street to the 
Boulevard, will be paved early next year. 
This has been decided upon. An appropria- 
tion was made to pave a part of the street 
this year,

ASSEMBLY URGEB TO PASS THEM AT ONCE 


' President “Neal Thinks the Present 


System Is Unfit for This Coun- 
try of Enlightenment. 


The Atlanta chamber of commerce has 
put itself on record as favoring the estab- 
lishment of national quarantine regulations 
in the place of the existing state and local 
querantine system. 

At a meeting held yesterday the chamber 
adopted a resolution introduced in the 
house of representatives by Mr. Clarence 
Knowles, of Fulton, calling on the national 
congress to enact a national quarantine 
law, 

President Neal, of the chamber, has been 
active in the movement to encourage the 
betterment of the quarantine regulation 
system and he has been in conference with 
Mayor Collier and the railroad officials in- 
terested in the matter, all of whom called 
on Governor Atkinson two days ago and 
urged him to send a message to the general 
assembly recommending the adoption of 
such a resolution as was introduced by Mr. 
Knowles. 

Captain Neal firmly believes that the pres- 
ent system is unfit for an enlightened coun- 
try and he has taken the matter up with 
the chamber of commerce with the result 
that the following preamble and resolutions 
Were adopted by that body yesterday: 

Resolutions Adopted by Chamber. 


“Whereas, The Hon.: Clarence Knowles. 
one of the representatives of Fulton county 
in the house of representatives of the 
Georgia legislature, has introduced a reso- 
lution in that body for the purpose of 
placing the burden and responsibility of the 
protection of the health of the people of 
the state of Georgia during the present or 
any succeeding epidemic upon the general’ 
government, to be handled by its present 
organization, known as the marine hospital 
service: and, 

“Whereas, It is obvious that the greatest 
benefit can be derived of the service when 
the same is uniform and efficient: and, 

“Whereas, It is well known that by rea- 
son of inefficient, independent and confilict- 
ing theories and action on behalf of the 


} State, municipal and local authorities, the 


best results have not been obtained from 
the quarantine regulations heretofore in 
force, although the same have been se-

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Two Interests Are Fighting for Control 
‘of the Property. 


THE THOMAS & RYAN CASE UP 


Judge Pardee Was About to Dismiss 
the Whole Litigation. 


WR. CRAWFORO'S TECHNICAL POINT 


After a Lengthy Argument the Court 
Decided in Favor of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville.

The Louisville and Nashville won the 
first fall yesterday in the legal contest for 
possession of the Georgia railroad. 

General Sam Thomas and Mr. Thomas F. 
Ryan, of New York, are endeavoring to 
get a title to a half interest in the lease 
of that road, which lease has eighty-three 
years more to run. These gentlemen, as 
is well remembered, were the reorganizers 
of the Central railroad. All the properties 
of the old Ceftral were bought in by the 
Mercantile Trust Company, of New York, 
for the purpose of reorganization, including 
this half interest tn the lease of the Geor- 
gia road. Receiver Comer, of the Central, 
on three occasions put up money for his 
company’s share of the deficit on the rénta! 
for the Georgia. After the reorganization 
the Louisville and Nashville had to put 
up for the deficit, or did put up for It, and 
thereupon claimed to have acquired the old 
Central's half interest in the lease. 

Now Messrs. Thomas & Ryan say that 
they are entitled to the half interest which 
formerly belonged to the Central Rallroad 
and Banking Company of Georgia and they 
ask to be established In that interest. In 
other words, they desire to be put in pos- 
session of that interest. Their attorney, 
Mr. Henry Crawford, was here yesterday 
and he stated in Judge Pardee’s court that 
he had the original contract or assignment 
of the half interest in his possession. The 
new Central has also put in a claim for its 
predecessor's interest. 

In the litigation before the United States | 
circuit judge the Central's representatives 
and the attorneys for Messrs. Thomas & 
Ryan appeared to be co-operating, whiie 
the Louisville and Nashville and the Geor- 
gia road were pulling together. 

Messrs. King & Spalding represented the 
Louisville and Nashville. Major J. B. 
Cumming, of Augusta, was the Georgia's 
counsal. Mr. Crawford, of New York and 
Chicago, and ‘Mr. Marion Erwin, of Macon, 
were there for Messrs. Thomas & Ryan, 
and Captain H. C. Cunningham and Presi- 
dent H. M. Comer, of Savannah, repre- 
sented the Centrai. 

The Louisville and Nashville is making 
no secret of its purpose to acquire control 
of the Georgia, or rather to have the con- 


Back of’this is the Louisville and 
Nashville’s purpose to practically unite for 
operation and traffic the Georgia, the At- 
lanta and West Point and Western Raii- 
way of Alabama. If this much can be acr 
complished it is presumed that the South 
Carolina .and Georgia will be brought into 
the fold by purchase or lease. Then the 
Loulsville and Nashville would have a line 
from New Orleans to Charleston through 
Atlanta and also a line from Louisville to 
Charleston through this city. 

Whether Messrs. Thomas & Ryan want 
to bring about a closer alliance between 
their own system, the Charleston and 
Western Carolina and the Georgia, or 
whether they desire to trade the half in- 
terest which they claim in the Georgia to 
some other road, no one but themselves 
knows. Considerable has been said about 
the competition which the Louisville and 
Nashville accord to the people of this sec- 
tion if it could only get an unclouded 
title to the lease of the Georgia. Mr. 
Henry Crawford made a few brief remarks 
on that yesterday during the argument, 
suggestive of the old adage about people 
who live in glass houses. 

Mx. Crawford on Competition. 

‘The Louisville and Washville got enor- 
mously spanked in the Unit States su- 
preme court recently” said he, ‘“‘for trying 
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“And now we find this corporation 
coming into Georgia, which is not its home, 
promising to secure for the people here the 
benefits of competition which it denies in 
its own state.”’ 

The story of the lease of the Georgia 
railroad and of this litigation has been so 
often told. that it is unnecessary to do 
more than to briefly mention some of the 
main features. The Georgia railroad con- 
sists of the main line between Atlanta and 
Augusta, a branch to Athens, one from 
Camack to Macon, another to Gainesville, 
and one or two shorter lines of only a few 
miles each. In 1881 Mr. William M. Wad- 
ley, who was at that time president of the 
old Central of Georgia leased the Georgia 
rallroad from its stockholders, agreeing 
to pay them $600,000 per year rental. That 
was 10 per cent on $6,000,000. Mr. Wadley 
soon thereafter assigned a half interest in 
the lease to the Louisville and Nashville 
and the other half interest he assigned to 
the Central. These two sub-lessees agreed 
to jointly select a management which 
would operate the road independently, but, 
of course, friendly to each of them. In 
4892 the Central was placed in a receiver- 
ship and the receiver continued to hold the 
same relations toward the Georgia, which 
the company had maintained from the time 
of the lease. As stated above, the Central 
had to make good on different occasions 
half.the deficit on the rental because the 
Georgia does not clear $600,000 a year above 
its operating expenses. 


The Central Was Lost. 

Tn the reorganization the Central got lost 
somehow or its half interest in the lease 
wag lost to the new company. The Cen- 
tral did not put up for the deficit on two 
or three occasions and once when Presi- 
dent Comer did tender money with which 
to yey half the deficit the payment was 
declined, General Manager Scott, of the 
Georgia, stating that’ the deficit had been 
provided for. feet 

Just how Messrs. Thomas. & Ryan held 
out the Georgia lease from the new Cen- 
tral has never been explained. Judge Par- 
dee inquired about that yesterday. Mr. 
Alex King stated that he had been trying 
to find it out, but had not succeeded. Mr. 
Crawford remarked that the question would 
be met when it was'reached. Mr. King in- 
sisted that Thomas & Ryan should have 
turned it over to the reorganized Central 
if they ever had possession of it. 

Mr. Crawford brought the original pro- 
ceeding in Judge Emory Speer’s court, as- 
serting that General» Manager Scott and 
other officers of the Georgia road would 
not recognize Thomas & Ryan as having 
any right or interest in the lease. Judge 
Speer was asked to direct the Georgia 
road's. officers to recognize Messrs. Thom- 
as & Ryan. 

Then it was that the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, through Messrs. King & Spalding, 
filed a bill in the nature of an ancillary or 
dependent bill objecting to such action by 
Judge Speer or any other court on various 
grounds, but chiefly because the general 
manager and his subordinates were not the 
right parties. The Louisville and Nashville 
asked to be made a party to the proceeding 
and suggested that the Central of Georgia 
Railway Company and the Georgia railroad 
ought to be made parties to the litigation. 

Judge Pardee allowed the Louisville and 
‘Nashville to enter the case in that way 
and yesterday the case came up before 
him, Judge Speer, of the district court, 
having held that he was disqualified to 
hear the case because some of his relatives 
were owners of stock in the Georgia road. 

Mr. Crawford made the point that the 
court had we jurisdiction and he declared 
that his client# had not been properly 
served with hRatice. The notice had been 
served on Mr. *Marion Erwin, associate 
counsel.in the ease. Mr.. Crawford said 
that service by substitution tn a case of 
this kind is not’ lega@l..The attorneys ar- 
gued this technical point for two hours. 

Judge Pardee in ruling it said that he 
was disposed to throw the whole proceed- 
ing out of court. He said that Mr. Craw- 
ford had not started 4n the right way and 
he was on the verge of @ismissing the 
whole case, allowing» Messrs. Thomas & 

Ryan to bring suit in. some other shape to 
establish ther right, if any they have, in 
the lease of the Georgia. There was more 
talk by the lawyers and finally Judge Par- 
dee announced that he would hold that the 
service by substitution was good and legal 
and that the case would go over until this 
morning aT ™ o’Cock,' when the attorneys 
can come again. 


TEXAS OPEN TO TRAVEL. 


Travel Is Resumed from Atlanta. 
Selma Wants Quarantine Lifted. 


Half of Alabama and the greater part of 
Texas are now open to the world to the 
great satisfaction of the people who have 
been shut up for weeks. Tickets are now 
sold from Atlanta through Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, Louisiana and into Texas. Travel 
is uninterrupted into,Alabama north of Ca- 
lera and to some points south of it to 
Montgomery, for instance. 

As is shown by the accompanying map, 
all of Alabama north of a line drawn east 
and west through Calera is open to the 
public. Selma, Ala., is still locked in. 
The town authorities are willing to allow 
freight to enter from Montgomery, but 
the county board of health insists on fumi- 
gation, inspection anid other things which 
the railroads say they are unable to com- 
ply with. Montgomery is permitting busi- 
ness to go and come and she seems to be in 
a fair way to capture quite a little bit of 
Selma’s trade going up rather close to that 
city. Dallas county7Or which Selnia is the 
county seat, has named certain conditions 


under which the railrvads can run traing. 


through the county. Selma has named 
olher conditions, somewhat modified. Dal- 
las county says freight cars, loaded or 
empty, trom Monigomery or passing 
through must be fumigated under the di- 
rection of a member of the county beard of 
health: There must be a quarantine of- 
ficial on every train. Train crews must 
change at some point several miles outside 
the city. The locometive passing through 
from Montgomery must be fumigated. The 
train crew to work in and out of Dallas 

unty must come from Atlanta or some 
ther non-infected place. All expenses 
must be paid by the railroads. 

Some of the roads will wait for another 
frost. 

The Shreveport route is open from <At- 
lanta into Texas. Passengers cannot stop 


off in Mississippi or Louisiana, but they 


are allowed to pass through those sta(es. 
When they get to Texas they can go nearly 
all over the state. Houston and Galveston 
are open. In the course of another week 
the railroads will get to operating again 
either without any restrictions or urider 
greatly modined rujes throughout the larger 
part of the infected states. Refugees are 
hurrying back to points which have had 
a good frost. |

EDERATION WOMEN 
DEPART FROM ROME 
Miss Dooly Writes of the Suc- 
~_gessful Gathering of Georgia 
Women in the City of 
Seven Hills, 


“It takes al! sorts of people to make up 
a world’ and all sorts of women to make 
up an organization, A careful observer at 
@ meeting of women in organizations would 
have ample opportunity for a study of wo- 
man kind. Of all the types presented there 
are two distinguished for different qualities, 
the one type is represented by the women 
striving for the principle of the work em- 
bodied in the organization. In her @rnest- 
ness to develop the principle, her unselfish- 
ness as to individual prominence and her 
ready recognition of others of similar as- 
pirations, she effects that co-operation nec- 
essary in the strength of all organized 
bodies. In her earnestness of purpose she 
works along steadily, while the woman of 
the other type sparkles and shines and at- 
tains temporary heights of glory, suddenly 
flickers, fades and invariably fails to acquire 
what she strives for—individual prominence 
and self-giory. She may temporarily at- 
tain it, but like her brilliancy, such prom- 
inence is but meteoric,and when the earnest 
woman steps upon the stage of action she 
is as the applauded star, while the by 
player, or selfish woman may repair to the 
background. 

In the recent meeting of the state fed- 
eratidn at Rome there was little oppor- 
tunity for the “‘by players,’’ and the Stars 
or leaders of the organization stood forth 
im the praiseworthy attitude of telling not 
what they had done, but what work had 
been done in the federation. That they were 
appreciated was evinced in the loyaity 
and enthusiasm manifested by the repre- 
sentative body assembled and by the re- 
election and reappointment of those hold- 
ing the positions of responsibility in the 
federation. The leader of the organization 
hears a relation to it similar to that the 
head bears to the body, and the power 
of leadership is seen always in the success 
of the organization. 

A review of the work of the federation 
in its one year of existence is an evidence 
of what leaders women can make and 
practically expresses a compliment that 
*words can but feebly express to the pres- 
ident of the Georgia Federation of Wo- 
man’s Clubs, Mrs. W. B. Lowe, whose ne- 
election at the recent meeting was by ac- 
clamation. 

In her appointment of her standing com- 
mittees she recognized the women who, 
like herself, were striving for principle and 
thereby established that co-operation not 
theoretically, but practically that has been 
the great factor in the success of all large 
bodies of men and women. 

“The Educational Outlook in Georgia’ 
Was the subject of an important. session 
held during the recent convention and de- 
veloped the fact that the women of the 
educational commiftee had made a com- 
prehensive study of the state educational 
system. Reports were read by clever wo- 
men, who in their earnestness, impressed 
all who heard them. Mrs. Robert Emory 
Park, chairman of the educational commit- 
tee, has aroused an interest in the educa- 
tional development of the state, the extent 
and force of whith interest has never been 
similarly realized before. Iker work has 
been a noble one, excited by the nobility of 
its purpose, and she stands today as one 
of the most conspicuous figures in Georgia’s 
progress, clamoring as she is for those édu- 
, cational advantages that should be given 
by the state to its schools, those of the 
State, county, city and rural districts. She 
demands the higher education of women as 
Well as that of men und presents her ar- 
Buments in a manner brilliant and consery- 
utive, indicating the ability of the well 
balanced, highly educated and cultured wo- 
man. 

Associated with Mrs. Park in the edu- 
cational committee has been a coterie of 
clever, educated women who have sh

“We cannot now think of an ex-governor 
in Georgia who Wants his portrait painted, 
80 we will doubtless hgve a Mbrary com- 
mission. The resolutions presented to the 
jeceration yesterday and which, were unan- 
mously adopted. expressed tht? deep inter- 
est which the library committee has from 
the very first taken in the: bill of Mr. 
Clarence Knowles, of Fulton county. 

There are no statistics of the libraries 
in Georgia and nobody knows how many 
free public libraries there are within the 
State. The library committee has under- 
taken the task and will in a few months 
haye a bulletin ready for distribution. Re- 
ports have been asked only from libraries 
containing five hundred or more books. 

In conclusion, but one more remark, and 
that is: No matter how faithfully the 
work may be done, there always remains 
more to be done. Let us work persistently 
ana energetically for the end we have in 
view, the eXtension of the free public li- 
brary, so that its privileges be enjoyed 
everywhere and by everybody without re- 
gard to class, age or sex.” 

The committee on reform, of which Mrs. 
Nellie Peters Black is the chairman, has 
Shared the earnest work and great success 
cheracterizing the federation movement. 

In her report Mrs. Black evinced the 
strergth of her character, as well as the 
Strength of mind, in the appeal she made 
for ail movements of reform, and submitted 
the following report as official: 

“To the Members of the Georgia Federa- 
tion of Womans Clubs: 

“Your committee have not been unmind- 
ful of the duty you imposed upon us by our 
eppointment as a band of relormers. 

‘We have been quietly and earnestly 
studying existing circumstances, and now 
present tor your consideration and discus- 
sion the following suggestions: 

We do not consider in making this sum- 
Tary that we have the ability, even with 
yeur united effort, to bring about immedi- 
ate and complete results. As pature uses 
a tiny plant to send forth its roots which 
raise large biocks of stone, even so our 
faith in your earnestness of purpose makes 
US sensible that the golden word fitly 
spoken may be the lever to interest public 
opinion, that great power of the natiou. 

Your reform committee, therefore,. pre- 
sents to you the following special subjects 
for your thoughtful consideration. 

“1. The establishment of free kindergar- 
ten schools and their incorporation in the 
public school system to give moral and use- 
ful teaching to the very young children of 
working women who have not the time or 
the capacity to train the young minds 
themselves, 
the virgin soll a foundation is laid for fu- 
ture growth and development, and evil is 
kept out of the young hearts. 

“2. The erection of an ‘industrial school’ 
where the youths of the state with crimi- 
nal instincts may be reformed and taught 
to be upright, good citizens. Not a day 
passes but we see the need of wholesome 
training for the mischievous and vicious 
oy and girls of our towns and cities. 
Other states have found that 85 per cent 
of these children may be reclaimed and 
made good citizens by the proper influences 

“3. A law for the protection of young 
girls of Georgia by amending the present 
iniquitous law which makes the age of 
consent ten years, by changing it to eigh- 
teen years. This must be done: we cannot 
be contented until the amendment is made. 

‘4. To assist the educational committee 
in the effort to open the doors of the uni- 
versity of Georgia to the young women of 
the state. 

“5. The encouragement of village improve- 
ment societies tn our country towns and 
villages. This includes securing public lL- 
braries, reading rooms, more cleanliness 
and better sanitary arrangements, as well 
as adding beauty to the public squares and 
streets. 

“6. Above all, by little deeds of personal 
kindness and words of encouragement, lw 
rizkise Up to a higher and better plane those 
around us who may be in trouble or dis- 
tress. 

“We are afraid to touch upon other top- 
ies; let us for the present bend our ener- 
gies to these very important subjects when 
entering upon our winter’s work, and we 
feel sure results will follow. Respectfully

Miss 
Flisch is particusarly interested in tne edu- 
cation of young women, and in her report 
on the educational committee she mage a 
strong and beautiful appeal for them.

Business Is Apparently Making Good 
Progress in Some Directions. 


IRON PRODUCTION IS HEAVY 


Cotton Manufacture Doubly Hindered 
by Decline in Cotton and Accu- 
mulation of Goods. 


New York, November 5.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade will say to- 
Irorrow: 

“Stronger proof of the great change in 
the condition of businegs cuovlad nuc be 
given tnan-is found in the detailed report 
of failures by branches of business for the 
month or Uctovder. Thougn swelled by a 
tew large speculative or brokerage fallures, 
the agxeregate Was smalier than in any 
month ior more than four years, except in 
July and August and one month in 1894. 
The manutacturing and trading features— 
$7,523,199, against $1,820,811 in September and 
$7,760,835 in August—include one tor $1,000,000 
having no relation to the present state of 
business, During the four yeurs iron man- 
ufacturing failures have not been smafPier, 
except in One month; wool manufacturing 
except in two months; leather and shoes 
and unclassified manufactures except in 
four months, and cotton manufacturing ex- 
cept in six months. Of trading classes, 
failures have never been smaller in gro- 
ceries, jewelry 
month; in clothing, furniture and uncilasal- 
fied trading except in two months, and ten 


manufacturing and eleven trading classes } 


out of fourteen each have never reported 
smaller failures in a third of the past 
forty-eight months. Improvement so ,gen- 
eral, with a remarkably low average of 
liabilities In most classes, has a meaning 
which cannot be mistaken. 

“The quiet following the great rush of 
orders and purchases for over two months 
is still increased in many branches by un- 
seasonably mild weather, and yet the mills 
are obliged to refuse many orders because 
they are unable to finish previous engage- 
ments soon enough. It is in every way for- 
tunate for the jjdustries and the would-be 
buyers, since speculative purchases would 
otherwise advance prices so fast as to 
make reaction probable, 

‘*‘More works have joined the active Lst, 
including some long idle, and the produc- 
tion in. iron manufacture ia the greatest 
ever known. The output of pig again ex- 
ceeds the demand, which naturally dimin- 
ishes near the close of the year, and prices 
yield slightly, Mut the consumption is Kept 
at the maximum by pressure of orders 
which the works cannot fill enough. The 
lilinols Steel Company, shipping 5,000 tons 
of finished products per day, is  vehind 
Eastern and western orders accumulate for 
railway materials, for cars and bars, for 
ship plates and structural forms. 

“Cotton manufacture is doubly hindered 
by the decline in cotton and by accumula- 
tion of goods with slow distribution, so 
that print cloths have fallen to 2.31 cents. 
n low record, and staple goods are sold at 
concessions, averaging not 2 per cent above 
dhe lowest point. 

“In woolen goods the advance has. been 
arrested by doubts about the future mar- 
ket for goods and cost of wool, which has 
advanced slightly in October, though heavy 
sales to take profits are reported, a few 
at Boston covering 5,000,000 pounds this 
week. The mills have all they can do for 
some time, and the opening of the next 
season may be deferred until the future 
can be more accurately judged. Cold 
weather is greatly needed to hasten dis- 
tribution of textile goods and to provide in- 
dications of the future demand. 

“Another rise in wheat lifted the price 
above $1, but profit-taking speedily caused 
a reaction, and the price closed 24%c lower 
for the week. Receipts were about 1,000,000 
bushels larger than last vear, and Atlantic 
exports, flour included, were 3,287,586 bush- 
els, against 1,862,583 bushels last year. Icx- 
ports in October, as in September. were 
heavier than in any preceding month, and 
after gloomy reports of the condition of 
winter wheat, extensive rains have caused 
material improvement. 

“Corn has grown stronger in spite of the 
course of wheat and authorities mnych cred- 
ited estimate the vield at 1,823,900,000 bush. 
els, which would hardly permit a continu- 
ance of heavy exports in place of wheat 
through the year.

Liverpool cables State that 
while tne general opinion there favors 
heavy receipts in the near future, a rather 
better feelng exists. In New York the 
market hag the appearance of having been 
oversold, ees, asain at least, but in view 
of the generally pessimist.c feeling prevail- 
ing, it will aoubtless require some tew 
development of a pronouncediy favorable 
character to bring about any sustained anJ 
substant.al recOvery in vaiues. Neverthe- 
less there is little doubt that the market 
is being depressed to an extent not entirely 
just.fied by the actual situation. There ex- 
ists a belief both here and abroad among 
eonservative operators that the extreme 
of the depression will be registered during 
the current month. While the trade con- 
tinues pessimistic it is admitted that prices 
are at a dangerously low level. Should the 
movement following the final raising of the 
entire quaraniine reguiations at the south 
not reach the proportions which the trac. 
as a rule anticipate, then the long looked 
for turning point will doubtless have been 
reached. ‘these quarantine restrictions are 
expected to be wholly removed by the lth 
instant at the latest. In fact, it is only 
at a few points where any imped'ment to 
the movement is now being found. Re- 
ceipts today are free as compared with last 
year, but promise to fall below the figures 
of the previous big crop year—namely, 1894. 
‘Loday’s port arrivals are 71,435 bales com- 
pared with 62.672 last week and 44,199 last 
year and 65,05 in 1894.. The interior move- 
ment for the week is expected to aggregate 
from 210.00 to 215,000 bales against 234.896 
last week amd 158,442 last year. Hester re- 
ports the amount in sight for the week 
490,000 against 407,530 in 1896, 345,101 in 1895, 
and 603,153 in 1894, the big crop year. 


Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, November 5.—The markets to- 
day have shown s0me resistance to the 
adverse influences which have brought 
about the decline. This resistance seems 
to be due to the buying by continental 
spinners. who are now accumulating stocks, 
being satisfied with the present cost of the 
raw material. An increased demand for 
investment is noticeable at each concess‘on. 
More general attention is being directed 
‘to cotton as it approaches the low prices 
of 1894. May contracts at 5.88 are com- 
pared with May contracts in the spring of 
1884 at 5.45. Cotton in the interior is being 
sold at a loss, which may bring about a 
reduction in acreage next season. The 
trade, however, believes it will have plenty 
of time to buy before the advance sets in 
and remain bearish. A cold wave is threat- 
ened in the Miss ssippi valley, which will 
prevent further increase in the yield,. but 
it is expected to increase the movement. 
The market closed steady a shade umdier 
last evening with the trade expecting a 
lower Liverpool tomorrow. All acknowledg*

New York, November 5.—(Specia!.)—The 
cotton market was steady today, but could 
score no advance. Liverpool was % per 
cent lower and recéipts were heavy.

Atlanta, November 5.—Tihe severe break 
in wheat yesterday put traders on the qui 
vive today, and a sort of depression in 
wheat reigned during almost the entire ses- 
sion. Scalpers were quick to take small 
profits or losses, as the case mght be, 
and while the selling at times was guite 
large, the demand seemed small and of a 
character not very inspring to holders. 
‘Lhe’ deciine has sort of put a damper on 
the Luying and bulis appear temporarily 
to have lost enthusiasm, and if they have 
added anything to wuneir lines today it has 
not attratted attention. On the other 
hand, there seems to have been a steady 
Lqu.dation of long contracts, not, however, 
in Jargze quantities, but of small iines, 
which in the aggregate, May amount te 
cons derable, While prices were advancing, 
reports were rife that farmers’ deliveries 
in the northwest were steadily decreasing 
and that receipts from that quarter wou.d 
be very disappointing to the bears. Now 
comes another tale. An authority in }u- 
luth wires that deliver.es are apt to in- 
crease materially. Estimates on the visi- 
ble supply change Monday are for an in- 
crease otf about 1.500/49 Wbusbeis. That 
there may be another surprise next Mon- 
day is not certain. In the last number of 
The Northwestern Miller there are 290me 
interesting facts. It takes 5300 cars of wheat 
a day to supply the mills and sh'!pping 
demand in Minneapolis. Every mili in 
Minneapolis last week was running, some 
of them seven days, and the flour output 
was the largest on this crop—330.000 bar- 
rels. Duluth mills turned ont 46,000 bar- 
reis and are running stead.ly on orders 
booked far enough ahead to insure active 
business till the close of nay:gation. Mil- 
lers there had to pay 2% to 34ec over De- 
cember for cash wheat. -At some points 
in south Dakota the crop is turning out 
from 4 to 6 bushels per acre. and much of 
it low grade. Some of the St. Louls mil- 
lers last week paid close to $1.06 for grain 
to grind. They complain of manipulat on, 
but fit is noticeable they pald %c for Kan- 
sas bard wheat, and good samples were 
hard to obtain.

The hosts of the confederacy are to be 
clad in gray again. 

And the women of the south are going to 
do the clothing. 

What was done in the days when the 
land was stirred with strife will be repeat- 
ed this year. Survivors vf the southern 
army are going to be uniformed, and the 
women are going into the business of 
making up the gray suits once more. 

It is a novel plan and a novel repet!- 
tion of what was done in historic times. 

When the commanders of the survivors’ 
association of the state of Georgia met in 
Atlanta yesterday morning Mrs. Helen B. 
Plane, representing the Daughters of the 
Confederacy, came before them. She made 
a ringing address in such a sti‘rring style 
that the halis of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association building echoed to @ seé-

A resolution was passed asking 
that all confederates who could do so to 
wear gray at the next reunion. 

A suggestion was mdde that some of 
the old soldiers were not able to get gray 
uniforms, and. that on account of this re- 
quirement many m ght not feel that they 
ought to attend, This opposition, however, 


‘rwas quickly” Set at rest by the statement 


of General C. A. Evans, who said that the 
résolution was simply an expression of 
the association. He wanted to see every 
survivor in the state of Georgia present, 
if they had to come in their coat sleeves. 
The women are going to take the question 
up, however. Already there is a plan on 
foot with the Daughters of the Confederacy 
to hold entertainments for the purpose of 
raising the funds necessary to obtain the 
material, and the commanders were in- 
formed yesterday that the women would 
do the work. 
Time for the Reunion Fixed. 

More important than any other action 
taken by the commanders yesterday was 
the fixing of the time for the reunion 


. next year. 


The authority to name this day rests 
with General Gordon, commanding the sur- 
viving forces, and to the three lieutenant 
eencrals. The wishes of the local asso- 
ciat‘ons, however, are considered, and it is 
safe to say that the time fixed on yester- 
day will be final. 

It was first suggested that the reunion 
be had on September 2th, as this way the 
day of the anniversary of the battle of 
Chickamauga, For some time this wag dis- 
cussed, and it seemed to be the general 
sentiment that this time was too late. 

“Make it on the anniversary of the battle 
of Atlanta!”’ yelled a one-legged survivor. 

“That's right!” came a corroborative cho- 
rus from all parts of the room. 

“Make it on the 224 of July.” 

General Evans, who presided, asked for 
opinions from representatives of all parts 
of the state, and it was discussed for a 
long while. It was agreed that the latter 
part of July was the best time for the re- 
union, as at that season the crops of the 
farmers were laid by. It was an interme- 
diate period during which the farmers 
of the south had more leisure than at any 
Other time. 

General W. L. Cabell, who was present, 
was asked what he thought of the time 
Proposed. He said: 

“You know how it is in Texas,” he said.

Fespond to yours, but I believe that some

GRAND JURY MAY TAKE ACTION 


Judge Candler hone He Believes Whis- 
ky Is Sold in the Houses. 


THEY ARE BENS OF VICE, HE SAYS 


He Says the Owners of These Build- 
ings Are Indirectly Guilty of 
Maintaining Them.

Judge Candler yesterday announced from 
the bench of the criminal court that he 
would ask the grand jury to indict the 
owners and lessees of houses which are 
being used for immoral purposes and that 
he thought it was altogether improper to 
arrest the inmates and fine them in court 
when the owners and lessees wer allowed 
to continue their nefarious business in dj- 
rect violation of the law. 

The temarks were red-hot and Judge 
Candler has his subject with gloves 
off. 

He agtlated that he believed that Hquor 
was being sold. in these immoral houses 
and that many crimes were being commit- 
ted which should be. investigated by the 
detectives and policemen. 

It was in passing sentence upon Mack 
Jett that Judge Candler found an oppor- 
tunity to make the statement. Jett had 
been convicted of having assaulted, choked 
and beaten old Mrs, Sexton, whom it was 
charged by the defense was conducting a 
disorderly house. Judge Candler imposed 
a fine of $100 upon Jett, with the alterna- 
tive of serving six months on the public 
works, 

“It appears from the evidence offered in 
this case,”” said Judge Candler, “that this 
difficulty occurred at a lewd house and 
that all of the parties connected with it 
were at the time under the influence of in- 
toxicating liquors; two persons were se- 
riously injured in the general fight and a 
homicide was narrowly averted, These men 
are all young men and this trouble would 
have hardly occurred had it not have been 
for the liquor and the surroundings. 

“How long are the good citizeng to put 
up with the non-inforcement of laws that 
have been enacted for the protection of so- 
clety against these evils? It was showa 
in this case that this house is located in a 
populous community; its character is 
Known to everybody in. the neighborhood, 
and yet the owner of the house furnishes 
it for such purposes, necessarily with 
knowledge on his part how the building is 
being used for immoral purposes in vivla- 
tion of law, order and society. 

‘““Many of these houses, from outside ap- 
pearances, were erected for immoral pur- 
poses solely, and 1 think under our state 
law that every such 
maintaining a lewd house. 

“] do not think the way to close up 
these houses is to perivdicaily jerk up the 
unfortunate inmates and fine them and 
then send them back to earn more money 
at their sad business to pay future fines, 
but I do. think these houses can be closed 
and their inviting doors shut up by pun- 
ishing those men who are building them 
and renting them to these unfortunate wo- 
men, 

“As to the liquor -being sold in these 
houses, I am quite sure that these women 
must be furnishing it without license, be- 
cause no city council would even shuf their 
eyes to the character of these houses and 
at the same time license them to be run 
as a sailoon.”’

SAYS HE WILL STOP 


Chief of Police Doesn't Like the Show 
at the Imperial. 


| SMACKS OF A PRIZE FIGHT 


Chief Manly Tells What He Thinks 
of the Glove Contest. 


NO MORE PERMITTED IN THE FUTURE 


What Cagtain Thompson Says About 
the Show—Preachers Will Talk 
of It in Sermons. 


The glove contest, boxing exhibition, 
sparring match, or whatever it might be 
called, which took place at the Imperial 
theater night before last, is now the subject 
cf an official investigation by the police 
authorities, not with any intention of mo- 
lesting the persons connected with the ex- 
hibition, but with a view to putting a stop 
to any simuUar affairs of the kind in the 
future. 

As was stated in The Constitution yester- 
day morning, Captain John A. Thompson 
was at the theater with three or four pat- 
rolmen for the purpose of seeing that the 
exhibition was not in violation of the law. 
No arrests were made and it was thought 
the police were satisfied the show was all 
right. 

The chief of police has been informed that 
it is the intention of those who managed 
the boxing contest night before last to make 
arrangements to give similar exhibitions in 
the near future, and this has caused him 
to make an investigation of the matter. 

“Tt has been reported to me,” said the 
chief yesterday, “‘that some one connected 
with the performance has announced that 
he will have another such exhibition very 
soon and that the will bring’ some good 
boxers to the city. Now, I am convinced 
that the exhibition night before last was 
mot exactly what it should have been to 
have constituted merely a sparring exhibi- 
tion. It is reported that one of the men 
was knocked out or, at least, he feigned to 
have been knocked out. So far as the result 
of the contest was concerned the exhibition 
was to all intents and purposes a prize 
fight. The officers were told that it was to 
be a sparring exhibition for points. Hight 
ounce gloves were used. Then the boxers, 
so l am told, fought the best they knew 
how. One of the men was bloody and, as I 
said, one of them claimed to be knocked 
out. It was impossible for the officers to 
tell how hard the men were knocking or 
how rough the fight was going to be until 
it was over, There were no grounds upon 
which the police could have made any ar- 
rests night before last, but as the chief of 
police of Atlanta I will say that no more 
such exhibitions will be permitted, and I 
feel certain that in this I will be sustained 
by the good people of Atlanta. It is an easy 
matter to give a number of such exhibitions 
and make each more serious than the one 
preceding, and finaly wind up with a regu- 
lar knock down and drag out prize fight 
before the authorities are really aware of 


allowed night before last because we were 
assured it was to be only a glove contest, 
The young men who got it up have had 
their show and they ought to be satisfied: 
but to announce that there are to be a 
regular series of such contests, and that in 
the face of the fact that the first one ended 
with a knock-out, is more than the police 
authorities are going to permit. I do not 
wish to be severe, nor do I desire to curtail 
any legitimate athletic sports, but there are 
to be no prize fights in Atlanta, or anything 
smacking of such while I am chief of po 
lice.’’ 
Captain Saw the Bout. 

Captain Thompson, who was at the Impe- 
rial theater Thursday’ evening, when ask- 
eid his opinion about the performance, said: 

“I was there to stop the show just as 
soon as I saw anything which I believed 
Was wrong. I examined the gloves, and 
while I am no expert on boxing parapher- 
nalia, I thought they were all right. I 
heard the referee tell the men that they 
were to spar for points only and I 
saw them enter the ring and go to boxing. 
They did their best to hit each other and 
whether it was to whip the other fellow or 
merely to make ‘points’ I couldn’t tell, nor 
could anybody else. I saw that one of the 
men had a bloody mouth, but I have seen 
that in the friendliest sort of a boxing bout. 
The contest wound up by one of the boxers 
falling to the floor, from where he was tak- 
en by two helpers. I believed then, and I 
believe now, that he only feigned being 
knocked out to avoid getting a good thump- 
ing. While I did not see anything for 
which an arrest could have been made 
night before last, yet I think it would be 
well enough to investigate very closely any 
such entertainments in the future and to be 
very slow about permitting them to be 
given in the city.”’ 

It was reported in police circles late 
yesterday afternoon that a number of the 
preachers in the city would refer to the 
Imperial theater show in their sermons to- 
morrow and some things not very compli- 
mentary would be said about the police for 
permitting such an exhibift‘on. 

The Imperial theater boxing bout may yet 
end in quite a sensation before the public 
is through discussing it. 

Pugilists Coming to Battle. 

From the present time Atlanta will have 
a series of pugilistic contests that will 
bring joy to the hearts.of the local sports, 

The success of the first one held on 
Thursday night in the Imperial was so 
great a success that Mr. Harry Silverman 
has decided that he will pull off many 
others, and if he can secure the co-Opera- 
tion of the people of Atlanta he will have 
the best in the country here. 

He said he was well pleased with the one 
between Peterson and Engles and although 


‘t was not arranged as Well as might have 
been it was a great success. He has issued 
a challenge to any sport or pugilist or any- 
body else to stand up before Pete Peterson 
for ten rounds for $50. 

He expects to have this open offer ac- 
cepted by some one and the event will be 
the star feature of the next entertainment 
to be held Thursday night. He telegraphed 
to a number of places yesterday asking for 
dates for some of the most prominent pu- 
gilists in the country and expects to be able 
to arrenge with them in a few days. 

He will have here on next Thursday night 
O’Hara, from New Orleans, who is said to 
be a wonder and will startle whoever he 
goes against. He is a new man in the pugil- 
istic world and is expected by his friends 
to be a record broaker. 

Harry Silverman said he.would have 
Sullivan and the champions here if he could 
get the patronage of the people.

George W. Dyce, the celebrated counter- 
feiter and author of a book on counterfeit- 


ing, is to be brought back to Atlanta. 


Dyce is now serving an eight-year sen- 
tence in the prison at Columbus, where he 
was sent by Judge Newman on the charge 
of counterfeiting. He will be brought back 
here next week to testify in the case of 
the government against J. E. Keener for 
passing counterfeit money. 

Keener’s case was called in the United 
States court yesterday morning. His at- 
torney, Mr. Lowry Arnold, stated to the 
court that Keener would not be able to at- 
tend court, as he had fallen from his 
wheel in Chicago, where the alleged 
counterfeiter is now living. Mr. Arnold 
read affidavits from Chicago physicians to 
the effect that Keener would not be able 
to travel within a week. 

The case was continued until next Fri- 
day. 

“Dyce’s pal, Keener” is the way Keener 
is known here. He was arrested directly 
after Dyce and was charged with being the 
accomplice of the notorious counterfeiter, 
who astonished the world with his great 
counterfeiting schemes, which he divulged 
in a book of confessions. Keener was not 
tried when Dyce was convicted, but was 
allowed to go on his bond. He left At- 
lanta and went to Chicago, where he start- 
ed a bicycle shop. He says he is ready for 
trial and is certain that he will come out 
all right. 

Dyce was by all odds the most notorious 
counterfeiter who ever operated in these 
parts. He was master of the craft in all 
its details. He couid do any kind of 
counterfeiting and couid make money that 
puzzled the government experts. 

He will be a familiar figure when he gets 
up in the United States court to swear for 
his friend. 


ROLLED HIM IN A BARREL. 


The Experience of a Little Boy Who 
Roams on Decatur Street. 

One of the little boys who roams Decatur 
street while his papa sells “de banan’’ had 
Frank Ferral, a negro youth, arrested 
yesterday morning on a very peculiar 
charge.
